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THE COMING TARIFF FIGHT 


MORRISON AND RANDALL MAR- 
SHALING THEIR FORCES. 

BOTH LEADERS CONFIDENT OF WINNING THE 
DAY — TALKING WITH WEAK-KNEED 
MEMBERS—THE PENNSYLVANIA IDEA. 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Democrats and 
Republicans are alike looking forward with in- 
terest to the expected fight over the Tariff bill 
to-morrow, and some of them are so much ex- 
cited as the time for the contest approaches as to 
arouse the suspicion that there issome uncer. 
tainty about the result of Mr. Morrison's attempt 
to get his bill up. Mr. Morrison is, perhaps, the least 
nervous of all the friends of the reduction bill. 

The Republicans who have been so anxious that 

Mr. Randall should hold on to his Democratic 

protectionist allies and hold them to the Repub- 

lican position on the tariff, have manifested a 

great deal of concern and have spent much time 

arguing with shaky Democrats who are afraid to 
vote with the revenue reformers and who dare 
not vote in the lead of the Republicans, Mr. 

Randall is reported as confident that he will take 

68 votes with himin opposition to Mr. Morrison, 

and Mr. Morrison’s most sanguine friends say 

that there will be less than 20 Democrats recorded 
against the motion to consider. The predic- 
tions of the confident men on either side are not 
regarded as of much consequence, Even at 


this late moment, the Democrats are unable to 
make up their alleged minds. The California 
members, in desperation at the magnitude ofthe 
roblem presented to them, went to-day to New- 
York, and to that Mecca of all Democrats, the 
home of Samuel J. Tilden, to consult the e 
and ascertain what they ought to do. Mr. 
Kasson said, a day or two ago, to the 
writer, that he would vote to consider the 
Morrison bill. That appears to ‘have beena 
rash statement, for Republicans and Randall 
Democrats are now vicing with each other in sit- 
ting on his head and persuading him to “lie low” 
when the voteis taken. It is even reported that 
he has been convinced and will vote in the 
negative to please his party associates. Right 
upon this comes the information that Mr. Nelson, 

r. Wakefield and Mr. Strait, of Minnesota, will 
also vote forthe Morrison motion. The Penn- 
sylivania Republicans, who are,anxious to go 
home to their State Convention, made an inef- 
fectual appeal this morning to Mr. Morrison to 
pow one the calling up of his bill- until a later 

ay in this week, or until Tuesday of next week. 
Mr. Morrison flatly refused to permit of any post- 
ponement. 

It seems that Mr.. Randall has been. coaching 
the Maryland protectionist Democrats with the 
view ot securing their co-operation to-morrow. 
Inspired by the example of some statesman long 
since dead, Mr. Randall has produced a series of 
resolutions suggesting the Pennsylvania idea, 
embodied in the platform adopted by Mr. 
Randall's convention, and Mr. Fin _ has been 
deputed to bring it before the House. It is 
aaid that when Mr. Morrison arises and moves 
to take UP the per cent. reduction 
bill, Mr. Findlay will endeavor to get in a series 
of resolutions expressive of the sense of the 
Democratic Party. Mr. Findlay made an effort 
to get the resolutionsin to-day, but was pre- 
vented. If the opposition to him isstrong it 
may still prevent their introduction and reading 
to-morrow. The Democrats who favor these 
resolutions calculate that if they are carried the 
effect upon the people will be to increase their 
eonfidence in the ability and determination of 
the Randall wing to win and to lead the major- 
ity. The resolutions are as follows: 

Resolved, That it has been the fixed policy of this 
country, in time of peace, to raise its revenue by the 
indirect, and not by the direct system of taxation, and 
that, with the exception of the tax on distilled spirits, 
to be collected in some simpler way than that now ex- 
isting, it would be wise to return to the ancient and 
traditionary methods of taxation recognized since the 
foundation of the Government, 

Resolwed, That the taxes on tobacco in all its manu- 
factured forms and the taxes on fermented liquors, to- 
sether with all special taxes of whatever kind, imposed 
n connection with either tobacco or fermented liquors 
should be abolished, and all laws levying or imposing 
the same repealed. 

Resolved, That the annual revenues of the country 
ought not to be allowed to exceed a just estimate of 
the wants of the Government, and as soon as it shall be 
ascertained what excess of revenue, if any, over and 
above expenditures, immediate and prospective, there 
will be from the duties$ levied on imports by the act 
of March 3, 1888, after allowing for the reduc- 
tion in the revenues ‘proposed by the repeal of 
certain internal revenue taxes or peorieea in 
the last preceding resolution, then ions ongnt 
to be made for the reduction of su excess to the 
level of revenue actually requires to carry on the 
Government, and in making this reduction just re- 
gard should be had to thevarious interests and opin- 
ons of different parts of the country, so as most effec- 
tually to provide for the common defense and promote 
the general welfare of the Government; but 

Whereas, It is certain that the diminution of the 
rates of duty on some articles would increase instead 
of reducing the aggregate amount of revenue on such 
articles, and 

Whereas, In regard to such articles as it has been the 
policy of the Government to protect, a slight reduction 
on one might produce essential] injury and even dis- 
tress to large classes of the community, while another 
might beara large reduction without any such conse- 
quences, and 

Whereas, There are my articles the duties on 
which might be reduced or altogether abolished with- 
out producing any other effect than the reduction of 
revenue: therefore 

Resolved. That in reducing the rates of duties on im- 

rts fixea by the act of March 8, 1883, it is not wise or 

udicious to proces by way of an equal reduction per- 
centum on all articles by what is popularly known asa 
horizontal cut, but due regard in each case should be 
had to the question whether the proposed reduction 
will affect revenue alone, or how far it will operate in- 
juriousiy on those domestic manufactures hitherto 
protected, especially such as are essential in time of 
war; to such also as have been established on the faith 
of existing laws, and above all, how far such proposed 
reduction will affect the rates of wages and the earn- 
ings of American manuai labor. 

Resolved, That whereas, the people of the United 
States have deprived the State Governments of all 
yover of fostering manufactures by commercial regu- 
ations, or by laying duties on imports, and have trans- 
ferred the whole jurisdiction upon this subject to the 
Government of the United States, any derliction of 
this authority, or any fuilure to exercise it by Congress 
in the interest of what is popularly known as free trade, 
or in the rejection of incidental protection, would be 
unwise and injudicious and an unjustifiable abandon- 
ment of a plain constitutional duty. . 

Mr. Frank Hurd says that asthe result of a con- 
ference of the Ohio members to-night all but two 
or three will to-morrow vote for consideration.

THE NAVAL BILL IN THE SENATE. 

Senator Bayard spoke to-day in opposi- 
tion to inserting in the Naval Appropriation bill 
the measure for building new steel cruisers, and 
then the amendmenet was adopted! and the bill 
finally passed. Mr. Bayard was in favor of the 
construction of the cruisers, but did not think it 
proper to make a measure which had already 
passed the Senate a part of an appropriation bill. 


The cruisers amendment was adopted bya vote 
of 27 to 18.several Senators being absent and others 
paired. Mr. Van Wyck was the only Republican 
who opposed the amendment, while Messrs. But- 
ler, Garland, and Jones, of Florida, Democrats, 
voted in the affirmative. In addition to the 
cruisers amendment, the chief changes made by 
the Senate in the House bill include the addition 
of $35,000 to the item of $375,000 for certain mis- 
cellaneous expenses; the increase of the 
appropriation for emergencies and extra- 
ordinary expenses from $15,000 to $20,000; 
the addition of $20,000 to the $80,000 provided by 
the House for the purchase of instruments, 
books, signal-lights, flags, oil, &c., for vessels; 
the increase of the item for ordnance material, 
&c., from $105,000 to $140.000; the insertion of 
£100,009 for the manufacture of modern guns; 
75,980 for the modern armament of the navy, 
and $55,0W0 for the construction or parease ofa 
torpedo boat, and the increase of the appropria- 
tion for the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
from $1,020,0% to $1,500,000. The item of 
a tor the Bureau of Steam Engineering is 
ncreased to $1,050,900, and the sum of $400,000 is 
inserted to complete the ordnance and outfit of 
the three new cruisers and one dispatch boat. 
Two million dollars is ins for continuin 
work upon the double-turreted monitors, an 
gmall additions are made to various other items. 
There will be strong opposition in the House to 
some of these Senate amendments, and the bill 
will probably have to be referred to a confer- 
ence committee. It is expected that the Post 
Oftice Appropriation bill will be taken up in the 
Senate before the close of the week.

DISCUSSING THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 
A large number of business men will be 
giad to know that the Senate this afternoon took 
up the Bankruptcy bill, and that it will probably 
be discussed and passed before the Post 
Office Appropriation bill is brought before 
the Senate. The bill reported is that intro- 
duced by Mr. Hoar, and is the Lowell bill 


approved by the Senate last session. It was 
then opposed by Mr. Ingalls, with language 
savagely. vituperative, but in spite of his earnest 
presentation of the superior claims of the equity 
system for adontion he was voted down. As 
Mr. Ingalls was in the chair to-day when the op- 
portunity offered for unpleasant remarks, he a 

rently depended upon his colleague, Mr, 
lumb, to offer the epee which he would 
have made. The bill is admitted by every 
member of both houses who has been talked 
with about it to be one of the most 
important on the calendar. A convention 
of business men from various parts of the coun- 
try, held herein January. urged upon Congress 
the importance of carly legislation upon this 
wubject, and approved the well bill after a 
sareful discussion of its provisions. The ate 
fudiciary Committee reported its biil on Feb. 4 
vithout any cxplanatory statement. The House

THE SILVER DOLLAR PROBLEM. 

A large number of bankers and merchants 
from different parts of the country reached here 
to-day to attend a hearing to-morrow before the 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures 
on the bill to suspend fortwo years the coin- 
age of standard silver dollars, and to discontinue 
the printing of one and two dollar notes. Among 
the gentlemen in town are Messrs, Charles S. 


Smith, Solon Humpbries, George 8. Coe, A. D. 
Juilliard, John H. Inman, Josiah M. Fiske, C. N. 
Bliss, and George Wilson, of the New-York 
Chamber of Commerce, and representatives 
of the Boards of Trade and Chambers of 
Commerce of Minneapolis, Mobile, New-Haven, 
Baltimore, Providence, Portland, Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Charleston. A delega- 
tion from New-Orleans is expected to-morrow. 
A preliminary conference was held this evening, 
at which Mr. Coe presided, and the programme 
for to-morrow was narees out. Mr. Abram §, 
Hewitt was present and expressed his views ina 
brief speech. Each city represented will be heard 
through one of its delegates by the Coinage Com- 
mittee, and resolutions forwarded by the com- 
mercial bodies of Louisville, Detroit, Cleveiand, 
Trenton, and other places will be presented. A 
nicely bound tition, containing 2,600 signa- 
tures of New-York and Brooklyn business men 
who want the silver dollar coinage suspended, 
will also be laid before the committee. Secretary 
Folger has been invited to attend the hearing.

LEGISLATION AT ALBANY. 


A DULL AND UNINTERESTING DAY IN BOTH 


HOUSES. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 14.—The bill to pro- 
vide money forthe maintenance of free canals 
was before the Senate this evening, and after a 
brief discussion was ordered to a third reading. 
The varidus items of appropriation foot up in 
the aggregate the sum of $781,066 49. Last year’s 
appropriation for the same purpose was $825,000. 

Mr. Thomas’s bill providing for the assessment 
of the wires, poles, and other property or fixtures 


of telegraph, telephone, and electric light com- 
panies was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Robb’s bill providing for the appointment 
by the Governor of five Commissioners, al] of 
whom shall be lawyers, and three of them resi- 
dents of New-York, to prepare and report to the 
next Legislature a bill to facilitate and lessen the 
expense of the transfer of land and dealing there- 
with in cities of 300,000 population and upward, 
was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Otis’s bill granting to railroad companies 
having a terminus inthe harbor of New-York 
the right to own boatsand operate ferries not 
to exceed 10 miles gave rise to considerable dis- 
cussion. Messrs. Jacobs and Daggett opposed it 
vigorously, but could not give special reasons 
for their opposition except that they had 
not heard of the bill before, and thought it was 
a bad bill. Mr. Otis said it ad been 
on the files for weeks and had been 
thoroughly discussed in the Commerce and 
Navigation Committee. It simply gave the 
same right to New-York railroads terminating in 
the harbor that the laws of New-Jersey gave to 
the Pennsylvania and New-Jersey railroads ter- 
minating in the same harbor. The rapid transit 
company of Staten Island, he said, wished to 
avail itself of the law, and perhaps the Long 
Island Railroad Company. lt was ordered to a 
third reading. 

The bill recommended by the Railroad Com- 
mission amending the general railroad act of 
1850 touching the inerease of stock, the crossin 
of — highways, &c., was ordered to a thi 
reading. 

In the Assembly, to-night, Mr. Nason intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the erection of a build- 
ing in Brooklyn for the use of Police Justices 
and for a station-house. The bil was ordered to 
a third reading by unanimous consent. 

The Governor returned, without approval, the 
Assembly bill which proposes to amend the gen- 
eral act for the incorporation of benevolent, 
charitable, and religious societies by providin 
for the dissolution of such corporations ant 
the application of the proceeds of the prop- 
erty, after the payment of debts, to 
any benevolent or other object as the 
Trustees in the petition to be presented 
may indicate. The Governor does not think the 
bill heh bee for sufficient notice to interested 
stockholders, and as a second objection he be- 
lieves that all the purposes of the att could be 
secured under the Code of Civil Procedure. If 
not, he thinks the Code should be amended in- 
stead of amending the general law. 

The Senate amendments to the bill for the relief 
of the heirs of the late Jerome J. Collins, who 
perished in the Jeagnette Arctic Ex ition,were 
concurred in. The bill now goes to the Governor. 

The consideration of the Howe Prison Com- 
mission bill was postponed until to-morrow. 


THE OIL MARKET. 

TITUSVILLE, Penn., April 14.—To-day has 
been unusually exciting in oil circles, and, it may 
be said, unusually “perplexing. Opening at 96, 
the market rapidly advanced to 97, a height 
despaired of recently by bulls, who turned 
out this morning in great force and bought 
heavily. Refined oil advanced to 8%, and Grandin 


well No. 23, in the Balltown oil-field, was re- 
ported in the sand and dry. These facts stim- 
ulated the bull movement. When 97% was 
touched, however, New-York and Bradford en- 
tered the ring and commenced a_ deter- 
mined onslaught on prices. To aid them, 
Mills & Muillen’s well in Macksburg-Opio oil- 
field was reported doing 75 barrels a 
day and Grandin, No. 23, was said to have started 
producing heavily, on being drilled deeper. Buils 
who had taken hold of the market believing that 
the long-expected advance was at hand, dropped 
it and joined in the downward movement. ces 
fell rapidly, amid great excitement and confu- 
sion, to 944g. At the close of the day 9454 was bid. 
Sules were reported at 9454. Latest dispatches 
say the Mills & Mullen well is boarded up and 
closely guarded. It is impossible to learn any- 
thing as to the Grandin venture. Two stories are 
current—one, that it produced 21 barrels in the 
first 45 minutes; the other, that at is hopelessly 
dry. bag trade is inclined to believe the former 
report.

DAMAGING TO MISS HILL. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 14.—In the 
Sharon divorce case to-day the deposition of H. 
M. True, of Santa Cruz, was read. During the 
trial Harvey Wells, a witness for the plaintiff, 
testified that Sharon had in his presence intro- 
duced Miss Hillto True as Mrs. Sharon. True, 
who is on his death-bed, deposed that Wells’s tes- 
timony was “a put-up - ’ between Miss Hill, 
Wells, and himself. It was arranged that 
Miss Hill should testify to that effect 
and that he and Wells should confirm her testi- 
mony. He became a party to the arrangement, 
believing that he could make money out of it, 
but now, being on his death-bed, he wanted to 
tell the whole truth before it was toolate. He 
said, “I don’t yrepose togo to the grave witha 
lie on my lips.” e sta that counsel for the 
plaintiff was not a party to the arrangement, but 
was told of it afterward. True’s deposition 
created a sensation. He is 67 years old, and his 
death is momentarily expected. 


MEMENTOS OF LINCOLN. 

Cuicaco, April 14.—The collection of 
mementos of Abraham Lincoln, gathered during 
the past 20 years by O. H. Olroyd, of Springfield, 
fil., and arranged in the old Lincoln home in that 
city,§ was opened for inspection the first 
time this evening, and was visited by 
large numbers of people. In addition to 
many manuscripts, medals, office fixtures, and 
articles of wearing apparel once belongi to 
Mr. Lincoln there was a collection of household 
effects, including the cradle in which the Lincoln 
children were rocked. The collection is dis- 
played in two rooms, fitted up as nearly as 

ssible just as Abraham Lincoln left them when 
be went to Washington to take the oath of office.

GENESEE FOR EDMUNDS AND BLAINE 
Batavia, April 14.—Fifty-two Repub- 
lican delegates, representing the 18 towns in 
Genesee County, met here to-day to elect 4 
delegates to the State Convention and 16 dele- 
gates to the convention of the Thirty-first Con- 
gressional District, which is called for Rochester 
on Wednesday. The town caucuses /were hela 
Saturday, and accompanying the election of 
delegates there were in some towns expressions 
of Presidential preferences taken. In Alabama 
Blaine’s supporters in caucus numbered 17 and 
Edmunds’s 9. In Alexander Lincoln led with 8, 
Edmunds 5, Blaine 3, Arthur 2. Two tickets 
were in the field in Batavia. The ticket 
made by the Postmaster, who 1s supposed to be 
for Arthur, was defeated. Bethany preferred 
Edmunds, with Lincoln for second place. Elba 


is a half-breed town, and one of the delegates 
said it was like this: ‘* Blaine is preferred, but 
we think it unwise to nominate him; we think 
Edmunds will make a better run.” Stafford’s 
preference vote gave Edmunds 14, Blaine 12, and 
Arthur 7. In convention to-day there was eve 
appearance that faction had been laid aside. It 
was thought that Blaine’s following was stronger, 
but among the delegates there are just about as 
many for unds asfor him. Four years ago 
the delegates were all for Blaine. e dele- 
gates selected to-day for the State Convention 
are Assemblyman L. R. Bailey and William C. 
Watzon, of Batavia, for Blaine, and the Hon. H. 
F. Tarbox, of Batavia, and Perry Randall, of 
Stafford, for Edmunds. Four alternates were 
also elected. Following are delegates to the dis- 
trict convention: George E. Aberdeen, Sewell 
Chaddock. George Bowen, Holden T. Miller, 
James Miller, G. W. Craff, Francis T. Miller, 
Horace Waite, O’Neill D. Mills, Thomas B. Tut- 
tle, 8 F. Curtiss, T. J. Stedman, E. Townsend, 
Charles T. Pratt, 8. T. Dutton, A. D. Sanders. 
One delegate was named by the delegates from 
each town except from the three largest, which 
named two each. The delegation was given the 
power of substitution. On motion.of Mr. Wat- 
son a resolution was adopted that the delegates 
pledge themselves to support whomsoever the 
convention at Chicago nominates. The conven- 
tion was as harmonious as could be. 


ROCKWELL’S MEN FROM WARREN. 

GueEn’s Fas, April 14.—The Republican 
convention for Warren County at Lake George 
to-day named as delegates to the State Conven-

ARTHUR FAR BEHIND IN ORANGE. 
Newsore, April 14.—The First Assembly 
District Republican Convention to-day was an 
uneventful gathering. Only one ballot for del- 
egates tothe State Convention was taken. The 
anti-Arthur men elected three delegates and the 
Arthur men two. The former are ex-Assembly- 
man Augustus Denniston, of Washingtonville; 
Jeremiah Drew, of Highland Falls, and William 
C. Weller, of Montgomery. The Arthur del- 
egates are Col. William D. Dickey, State Com- 
mitteeman from this district, and Theodore Mer- 
ritt, both of this city. Denniston says he is not 
in favor of the nomination of Arthur, believing 


he would not be the strongest candidate. He 
favors Edmunds. Jerry Drew says he is 
against Arthur every time, as he cannot 
be elected. He favors the nomination of 
somebody who can be elected. Jerry 
wants ex-Gov. Cornell chosen as one of the 
delegates at large to Chicago. Weller is for the 
nominee of the Chicago Convention. He is said 
to favor Blaine. Dickey and Merritt, who have 
been chosen as Arthur men, say they are for the 
nominee of the Chicago Convention. After the 
announcement of the ballot the convention ad- 
journed. No resolutions or instructions were 
offered. Of the 16 delegates to the Utica Con- 
vention from this Con; ional district 13 oppose 
the nomination of Arthur. It is believed the 
District Convention to be held at Middletown to- 
morrow will show a large anti-Arthur majority. 
Among the candidates for the Chicago Conven- 
tion mentioned are State Senator Henry R. Low, 
of Middletown; Mayor B. B. Odell, of Newburg, 
and David J. Biauveit, of Rockland County. 


Mipp3ETown, April 14.—At the Second 
Assembly District Convention beld to-day the 
following delegates were chosen to the State 
Convention. They are all pronounced anti-Arthur 
men: Ex-Revenue Collector M. D. Stivers, John 
L. Cummings, Amos Van Etten, Jr., Special 
County Judge John J. Beattie. Ex-Senator Mad- 
den, who will probably be a candidate for Chicago 
before the Congressional District Convention 
made an address. He spoke in friendly terms o 
the Administration, and was a warm friend of 
President Arthur. He thought him honest and 
capable, but not available as a candidate for 
nomination. While he regretted this, it was a 
fact, and under no circumstances would he favor 
his candidacy. 


THE USUAL ARTHUR TACTICS IN 
OSWEGO. 

OsweEGo, April 14.—The contest for the 
election of delegates to the Chicago Convention 
has created unusual interest in this Assembly 
district. The issue has been carried into every 
caucus, N. W. Nutting being the candidate of 
the Arthur men and the Hon. George B. Sloan of 
the anti-Arthur men. The caucuses were held 


in the city to-night, and were the scene of a good 
deal of excitement. In two wards, owing to the 
interference of Democrats and disorderly pro- 
ceedings generally, the caucuses were adjourned 
until to-morrow. The Sloan men claim 38 of the 
70 delegates, and expect to carry one or both of 
the adjourned caucuses. The Nutting men also 
claim a majority of the delegates. There will be 
contesting delegations from uwo or three wards 
in the First District Convention, which will be 
held to-morrow, and the result is doubtful.

AMERICAN DYNAMITE USED 


THE ORIGIN OF RECENT EXPLO- 
SIONS IN ENGLAND. 

COL. MAJENDIE SUBMITS PROOFS TENDING 
TO SHOW THAT THE EXPLOSIVES USED 
WERE OF AMERICAN MANUFACTURE. 

Lonpon, April 14.—Col. Majendie, in his 
report on the recent dynamite attempts, says that 
the agent used was lignin dynamite, a substance 
made in America, the manufacture of which is 
not licensed in England. Further proof of its 

American make, he asserts, is found in the 

fact that slabs of the material have been 

discovered, the paper wrappings of which were 
marked “ Atlas Powder Company.” He says 
that the clocks used in the infernal machines 
were also of American make, and that the 
pistols were of a type common in America. The 
report shows that lignin dynamite was a compo- 
nent of the infernal machine imported into Malta 
from Bavaria in 1881; that it was the agent of the 
explosions in Possil Park, Glasgow, and at the 
office of the London Times in 1883, and that it was 

a component of the machine found in Liverponl 

in April, 1883, and of the cartridges tound in the 

Primrose Hill tunnel in January last. The whole 

report tends to show that the weapon of the 

dynamiters is lignin dynamite made in America. 

In discussing the recent arrests of suspected 
dynamiters the Times says: “ The expectation 

is strong that these arrests will lead to im. 

portant disclosures, which will throw light upon 

the recent explosions. We believe that one or 
two informers will be pr oduced, who will reveal 
the head-quarters of the conspiracy, whether in 

France or America. We are assured that the 

French authorities are on our side, and 

that the French police will prevent 

outrages. We have, however, no such 
assurance from America. We do not believe that 
the American police would connive at the send- 
ing of infernal machines across the Atlantic, but 
an open crusade is preached in America against 

England and funds are collected therefor, and 

the things which have been threatened have been 

done. e facts are well known to the American 
ag. oy They can act now if they choose. But, 


n the present temper of the American people, 
we should not hope much from them.”

AN IMPRESSIVE CHARGE TO THE CINCINNATI 
GRAND JURY. 

Crxcinnati, Ohio, April 14. — Judge 
Avery in his charge to the special Grand Jury 
made plain to them that they had been sum- 
moned after due consideration of the court, 
upon the suggestion of the Posecuting Attorney, 
to “ inquire and true presentment make” con- 
cerning the riot, its occasion and causes, and 
the destruction of life and property; not 
to recount events and make a clear connec- 


tion between the causes and consequences, but 
to declare in regard to crimes. He cha them 
that their first duty was to inquire if the crime 
of bribery had been committed in connection 
with the jury that tried William Berner, and 
then to inquire if the crime of riot had 
been committed and by whom; _ further, 
by whose hands the Court-house had been 
red, and, lastly, if life had been unlawfully 
taken. He explained with t force and clear- 
ness the laws relating to bribery, riot, arson, and 
killing in furtherance of an unlawful act. He 
also made clear the duty of the Sheriff in pro- 
tecting prisoners from rescue or unlawful exe- 
cution byamob. He impressed upon the jury 
the importance of a thorough and patient inves- 
tigation of the whole subject, saying they would 
have the assistance and advice of the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, and could also have any witnesses 
summoned they might want. The entire Bench 
was present during the delivery of the charge. 
The jury is composed of prominent citizens. 
The result of their work will be awaited with 
great interest; but they are charged with the 
strictest secrecy, not even being permitted to 
tell what witnesses appeared before them.

MORPHINE INSTEAD OF QUININE. 


THE FATAL MISTAKE OF AN ALABAMA PHY- 
SICIAN,. ; 

Oxrorp, Ala., April 14.—I feel so fool- 
ish about my head,” was the ejaculation of Miss 
Lillie Smith, daughter of Jeremiah Smith, as she 
turned ina paroxysm of pain. Miss Smith was 
suffering from tonsilitis. Dr. T. W. Christian, 
who has been the family physician for years, ad- 
ministered something in the shape of a powder to 


abate the fever, and left some capsules filled, as he 
thought, with quinine to be given the patient 
when the fever abated. About 8:40 o’clock Mr. 
Smith was awakened by his daughter, who com- 
Fvned of pain. He got wpaae gave her one of 
he capsules, and in five minutes after taking it 
she made the remark noted above. The young 
lady fell into a deep stupor, from which it was 
impossible to awake her. Dr. Christian 
was sent for, and, on entering, Mrs. 
Smith said to him: “Doctor, are you 
certain ht have given the ‘right medicine?” 
By this time he had discovered his error and re~ 
plied: “*Lord have mercy on me! I have given 
the wrong medicine.” Naturally, the doctor was 
excited, but he had presence of mind enough to 
order hot coffee to made and put those pres- 
ent to rubbing the patient and dashing cold 
water in her face, while he went in search of an 
antidote. But it was all in vain. The young 
lady was dead in an hour. By mistake the 
doctor had given morphine instead of quinine. 
Mr. and Mrs.Smith have expressed themselves not 
unkindly of the doctor and realize that it was an 
error. Mrs. Smith declared that she had forgiven 
the doctor for making the mistake. Since the 
sad event occurred it has been learned that it is 
not the first case of the kind in that family where 
morphine has played a part. About a year ago 
Amos Smith’s eldest child died in Texas from an 
overdose of morphine administered to him by 
accident. Another son, Gaston Smith, was 
Fee | murdered in North Texas, the proof show-

ANOTHER STRIKE IN BUFFALO, 


THE PRINTERS’ UNION INDUCE MEN TO: 
LEAVE THE ‘‘ COURIER.” 

Burra, N. Y., April 14.—A meeting of 
delegates trom 22 labor organizations was heldin 
this city yesterday to protest against the employ- 
ment of Italians in place of members of the 
*Longshoremen’s Union on the docks, and also to 
protest against the course of C, W. McCune, pro- 
prietor of the Courier in resisting the rules of 
the Printers’ Union. The meeting resolved to call 


a general mass-meeting of laborers and appointed 
a cOmmittee to fix the time and arrange all the 
details. It also passed a resolution pledging all 
the organizations to boycott the Courier to the 
fullest extent that they are able. The committee 
to-day secured the Music Hall for the evening of 
April 23, when the mass-meeting will be held. lt 
is intended to secure ex-Mayor Powderly of 
Scranton, Congressmen Finerty of Chicago and 
Foran of Cleveland, and other well known 
speakers to address the meeting. A general 
working men’s paradefis to take place the same 
evening. 

Meantime, to keep the ball rolling, another 
strike occurred in the Courier office to-night— 
the third within a month. .The Courier employs 
a foreman who is not a union man, the proprie- 
tor having decided not to be ruled by the union. 
It pays union rates, but the regulation for the 
measurement of matter, &c., is not such as 
the union demands. A union strike against 
this order of things occurred three or 
four weeks ago, over haif the force 
going out. The Couriersoon got in new men, 
but the union men in town induced them to 
join the unién, and a week later another strike 
occurred. ‘The: Courier proprietor then. offered 
an advance of 5 cents a. 1,000 ems on union rates 
tomen who would stay with him a year, the 
union rate to be paid weekly and the advance to 
accumulate during the year and be paidin a lump 
sum at the end of that time. Printers gradually 
went in until the Courier had a force of 23, but 
the strike to-night reduces the number by 16.

TEMPORARY RELIEF FOR ELIZABETH. 

TRENTON, April 14.—Gov. Abbett met the

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COUNTESS RACOUSKA ON TRIAL. 
THE CHARGE OF SHOOTING HER LANDLADY’S 
NEPHEW. 

PHILADELPHIA, PENN., April 14.—The 
Countess Da Racouska, whosays sheis a descen- 
dant of Henry of Navarre, sat among well- 
dressed ladies in the new Court-House to-day, 
gracefully swaying a big black fan. One side of 
the fan was ornamented with two big roses 
painted in red. The Countess was simply dressed 
in brown cloth made in last year’s style. 
The had on a last year’s bonnet of brown 


velvet, half surrounded by an _ ostrich 
lume of a lighter shade, fastened in 
he back by a steel crescent. Brown kid gloves 
covered her slender hands and forearms and & 
silver bracelet encircled her right wrist. A om 
veil, fastened to the front of her bonnet, reac 
the tip of her little nose, and was drawn taut 
across her small ears. The ends were concealed 
somewhere in the neighborhood of a Grecian 
knot of glossy black hair. Her complexion was 
dark likea Span iard’s. Her eyes were black and 
assertive. There were lines about the eyes and 
around the mouth and under her chin that would 
lead to the belief that she has maintained the 
honor of the house of Racouska for a 
many years. Of the ladies who sat around her 
some were her friends, and some, it is said, were 
enemies. A court officer rose and read three in- 
dictments charptog the Countess with shooting 
Wilford B. Coad, 18 years of age, and with com- 
mitting an assau't and battery on Civil Engineer 
James W. Mystrom and her landlady, Harriet 
Hall, at Mrs. Hall’s house, No. 256 South Tenth- 
street, early on the morning of March 25. The 
Countess answered that she was not guilty. She 
was put on trial. She had three lawyers. 

Coad took the stand. He had just come from 
the Pennsylvania Hospital. e is little and 
slight and looked very pale. He was self-pos- 
sessed and bright in his answers. Mrs. Hall; he 
said, was hisaunt. ‘* The Madame,” as he called 
the Countess, had leased two rooms in September 
last for a year, in which to give singing lessons, 
She wished his aunt to leave the front door of 
her house open at night, and because Mrs. Hall 
would not do that the Countess, he swore, ** ma- 
liciously” kept the gas in one of her 
rooms burning after midnight. About two 
weeks before he was shot he began going 
to her room about 1 o’clock in the 
morning, knocking on her doorand asking her to 
please put out the gas that she was maliciously 
wasting. Once, the boy said, he made a racket 
by stamping in the entry-way, and on another 
occasion he blew a horn. On the night 
of the shooting witness saw by a gleam 
of light under the Countess Da Racouska’s 
door that the gas was burning. He 
knocked three times without getting any re- 
sponse. A fourth time he tried it. The door sud- 


denly opened, and the Countess,witharevolverin _

POCAHONTAS MINE DISASTER, 
TWENTY-SIX MORE BODIES OF COLORED 
MEN RECOVERED. 

PocaHONTAS, Va., April 14.—The work of 
recovering the dead from the mine was con- 
tinued to-day. During all of last night the time 
of the party at the works was employed in pros- 
pecting and collecting the bodies and putting 
them into boxes. Twenty-six bodies were boxed, 
and at 9 o’clock this morning they were brought 
out at the entry and placed in a row 


for identification. Of the 26, 11 were recog- 
nized by relatives or friends. The first was 
that of Howard Quaries. His wife, who 
had day after day been watching for the body.of 
her dead husband, fell in a faint immediately 
upon recognizing the mangled corpse. She was 
removed to an adjoining cabin and received 
proper attention. The others identified were 

ames Hampson, known by his shoes; Sam An- 
derson, 4 apair of boots; Henry Miller, by his 
watch: F. Brown, by his striped pantaloons; 
Thornton Hicks, by a pocket-knife; Reb- 
ert Perdue, by having one boot and one 
shoe on; James Perdue, by his mustache;

AN INNOCENT BOY THRUST AMONG 
2 CRIMINALS. 
ARRESTED AS A “‘ SUSPICIOUS CHARACTER,” 


DISCHARGED, AND WARNED TO KEEP 


OUT OF THE PRECINCT. 

Among the crowd who visited the cham- 
ber of horrors in the Eden Musée Saturday after- 
noon was Isaac N. Secor, 18 years old, living at 
No. 147 East One Hundred and Twenty-seventh- 
street. Owing to the great number of people in 
the crypt he was unable to get near the figures, 
so he made use of a pair of opera-glasses. Soon 
after 4 o'clock, when the room pecame less 
crowded, he put the glasses in a black leather 
ease and thrust them into his overcoat pocket. 
At the same moment a stout man of medium 
height, with a heavy black mustache, grasped 


him roughly by the arm. 
“Take your hands out of your pockets,” he 


said. 
The boy looked up in astonishment. ‘* Who 


are you ?” he inquired. 
“Tam one of Capt. Williams's detectives; that’s 


who I am,” answered the man gruffiy. “ Now do 
asI told you. I’ve been watching you.” 
Without making further remark young Secor 
took his hands from his pockets. A crowd of 
people surrounded him and looked on with sus- 
picion. The detective took a pair of mittens 
trom the left pocket and then put them back 
again. In the right pocket he found the opera- 


gz t 

“ Where did you get these?” he asked. 

“They are my aunt’s,” said the boy; ‘she 
loaned them to me when I came from home.” 

The detective kept the giasses and led the boy 
to the manager's office. There he made another 
search of his pockets, finding a small sum of 
money and a miscellaneous assortment of useless 
articles which all boys religiously carry around 
with them. ‘I have reason to believe this boy is 
a suspicious character,” said the detective to the 
manager, “andlam going to take him to the 
station-house on Thirtieth-street. If any one 
calls for these glasses tell them to come there.” 
Securing young Secor’s wrists with a chain he 
led him through the street likea criminal. 

*“*T can prove that I am innocent and respecta- 
ble,” said the boy ladiguantiy. “if you will only 
give me a chance to telegraph to my friends.” 

“ You will have 48 hoursto think over that,” 
said the detective. 

When he was brought before the Sergeant and 
gave his name and address Secor repeated his re- 
quest that bis relatives be given notice. “I be- 
lieve the fellow is a suspicious character,” said 
the detective again, *‘and the glasses may be 
some of his plunder.”” Secor was burried away 
to a cell. 

“Is there no way that I can send wordto my 
father 7” he again asked, as the jailer was draw- 
ing the bolt. 

* No,” was the answer. “If you were up for 
drunkenness we would let them know, but for 
the offense you are charged with it’s against the 
rules.” 

The young fellow was locked in the cell, and 
remained there through the night without food 
or water. He was unable to sleep for the cries 
ef drunken men and the shouts of noisy women 
in the adjoining celis. Meanwhile his relatives 
and friends were anxiously searching for him. 
A companion and next door neighbor, Thomas 
Day, went to Police Head-quarters. He heard 
no tidings of the boy there, and was told to call 
again in the morning. After a night of fruitiess 
search, Prof. i. H. Dav, father of Thomas, did 
callin the morning. He was referred to Jeffer- 
son Market Court, and on reaching there found 
that the boy had been discharged. 

“T was sitting in my cell, hungry and faint, 
about 10 o’clock Sunday morning,” said young 
Secor last night, ‘“‘when the detective who 
arrested me came and looked in through the bars. 
*You will probabiy be discharged,’ he said, * but 
if I ever catch you in my precinct again V'll ring 
you in and have your picture in the rogues’ 
gallery.’ He walked along Thirtieth-street to 
Seventh-avenue, where he jumped on board ofa 
horse-car and motioned me to follow him. He 
did not seem to be afraid of my running away. 
‘You pay your own fare,’ he said, ‘you needn't 
pay mine.’ I was taken into the court and hustled 
into the prisoners’ pen with the worst looking 
and the foulest smeiling lot of peopleI ever met 
in my life. { waited till I was called and then 
took my piace in line. The Judge talked with 
the detective for a moment, and I heard him ask: 

*** Did you ever see the boy before ?” 

*** No,’ said the detective. 

**Did you see him take the glasses ?*”’ 

“*No,” was the answer again.” 

“The Judge motioned to me, and said: * You 
are discharged.’ The detective came with me to 
the door. * Now,’ he said,‘ you get right home. 
{f I ever catch you in my precinct again "ll have 
yon in.’ I walked to Forty-second-street and 
took the cars home, reaching here about noon. 
I had not tasted food for 24 hours.” 

Prof. F. H. Day continued the narrative: “I 
went to the station-house in Thirtietn-street in 
the afternoon,” he said, * and saw Capt. Williams. 
He received me auite courteously, but, of course, 
had nothing to say against hisman. The best of 

olicemen were liable to make mistakes, he said. 

rice was a food detective and had made some 
good arrests. I asked him if the Eden Musée 
people would not be liable. He said no,and gave 
me to understand that the detective was in there 
on his own account.” 

** Who is this detective?’ I asked.” 

“ * His name,’ said Capt. Williams, ‘is James K.

EXPLOSION OF FIRE-DAMP. 


TWO MEN KILLED AND A NUMBER FATALLY 
4 WOUNDED. 

Pirrssure, Penn.. April 14.—A frightful 
explosion of gas occurred in Wood & Co.’s mine, 
at Elizabeth, Penn,, at 5 o’clock this morning. 
James E. Painter and James Stiveson, men with 
families; were killed instantiy, and severa! others 
were seriously injured. The two former had 
just entered the mine and were on their way to 
their chamber to work when the fire-damp, 
which had generated over Sunday, ignitod 
from their naked lamps, and a fear- 
ful explosion followed, scattering débris 
in all directions, sifattering trap-doors and 
rending portions of the mine asunder. Miners a 
mile from the explosion had their lights blown 
out, and in some instances shovels, buckets, and 
picks were carried hundreds of yards. Stiveson 
and Painter were killed instantly. William Kent, 
who was 500 yards from the explosion, was hurled 
with .terrific force against the side of the mine 
and will probably die. Workman Simmons was 
rendered insensible by receiving a blow on the 
head from a fiying pick. Several others were 

/ more or less injured. 

The concussion was heard for miies, and in a 
short time scores of willing hands were ready to 
go into the mine to get the bodies, but it was not 
until noon that they were able to enter with 
safety owing to the deadly fire-damp. When 
brought out the bodies were burned and black- 
ened beyond recognition, and it was only by lit- 
tle trinkets that friends of the unfortunate men 
were able to identify them. It is supposed that 
boys playing in the mine yesterday left the trap- 
doors open, which allowed the collection of the 
fatal gas. Fortunately the men had not ali ar- 
rived at the mine, or it is probable a terrible dis- 
aster would bave resulted, as 120 men are em- 
ployed. Painter leaves a young wife and three 
children, and Stiveson a wife and two children. 
They were close friends, worked together, and 
lived in the same house. They still had their 
coats on, showing that they had just arrived in 
the mine.

OBITUARY. 


JUSTICE JOHN C. PERRY. 

John C. Perry, recently appointed Chief- 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Wyoming Ter- 
ritory, died suddenly about 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon of apoplexy. Justice Perry, a little 
more than an hour before his death, was walking 
across the Brooklyn City Hall Park in company 
with his daughter, when he suddenly stumbled 
forward. He would have fallen to the ground had 
he not been held up by Miss Perry. Fire Marshal | 
A. B. Thorne happened to be near, and, with | 


Mr. M. J. Dady, he went at once to Mr. 
Perry's assistance, and they carried him into the 
Director’s room of the Fulton Bank. Dr. J. C. 
Hutchinson arrivedina few minu and after 
a hasty examination he pronounced it a case of 
apoplexy. Mr. Perry, who was then breathing 
only very faintly, was placed in an ambulance 
and taken to his home at No. 466 Washington- 
avenue. Consciousness never returned, and he 
died a few minutes after being placed in bed. 

The dead man was born in Sullivan County, in 
this State, April 21, 1882, and was educated at the 
Academy of Monticello. He afterward went to 
Saratoga County, where he studied law, and was 
in time admitted to the Bar. In 1854 he was ap- 
pointed Assistant District Attorney of Ulster 
County, into which he had moved soon after his 
admission to the Bar. In 1857 he went to Brook- 
lyn and remained a resident of that city until his 
death. In politics Mr. Perry was an earnest Re- 
publican, but he had many Democratic friends, 
and whenever he sought an elective office 
he.invariably ran far ahead of his ticket. He was 
elected to the Assembly from Brooklyn twice, 
and in 1871 he was elected State Senator from 
the Third District. Four years he was 
appointed counsel to the Board of Police and 
Excise,and he held that position until he re- 
ceived, a few weeks ago, official notification‘of his 
appointment by the President as Chief-Justice of 
Wyoming. He was to start for Wyoming to- 
day, to hold the Spring term of the court. It 
was his intention to return later, and to take his 
family to Cheyenne in July next. A farewell 
dinner was given in his honor by the Brooklyn 
Club last week.

AN IRON COMPANY’S LOST PROFITS. 


AGAIN TRYING A SUIT AGAINST THE METRO- 
POLITAN ELEVATED ROAD. 

Ex-Judge Freeman J. Fithian, who, with 
Aaron J. Vanderpoel is counsel for the New- 
England Iron Company in its suit against the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Company, as the 
successor of the Gilbert Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany, talked for about five hours yesterday in 
opening the case. In 1873 the New-England 
Iron Company agreed with the Gilbert Ele- 
vated Railroad Company to build the latter's 
road for $735,000 a mile and $23,000 
additional for curves. This agreement was 
never carried out, and subsequently the rail- 
road company made a contract with the New- 
York Loan and Improvement Company, by 
which the latter agreed to build the railroad for 
2,000,000 a mile. The Loan and Improvement 

ompany made a sub-contract with the eee 
Moor Iron Company for the doing of part of the 
work for a price leaving a profit to the former 
of $305,000 a mile. The New-England Iron Com- 
pany charges that it was wrongfully prevented 
from carrying out its contract, and that it was 
thereby caused to lose money that it had invest- 
ed in shops, &c., in addition to bein en of 


an opportunity to make profits that, it is esti- 
mated, would have amounted to at least $5,000,- 
000 


The defense to the suit is that the New-England 
Iron Company became insolvent in 1873, and 
therefore unable to do the work it had agreed to 
do, and that the officers of the Gilbert Elevated 
Railroad Company, who made the contract with 
the plaintiff, had no lawful authority to make it. 
About five years ago the ee ond was dis- 
missed on the ground of the plaintiff’sinsolvency, 
but the Court of Appeals ordered a new trial. 
which will probably occupy two weeks, before 
Judge O’Gorman and a jury, in the Superior 
Court.

TROUBLES OF BUSINESS MEN. 
FAILURE OF A WELL-KNOWN MANUFACTUR- 
ING JEWELER. 

Seth W. Hale, manufacturing jeweler, at 
Nos. 692 and 694 Broadway, made an assignment 
yesterday to Richard N. Peterson, giving a pref- 
erence to the Bank of the Metropolis for $2,000 
on a note indorsed by L. L. Smith. Mr. Hale was 
considered one of the leading jewelers of this 
city, and was supposed to be worth individually 
over $200,000. The business was established in 
1866. In 1882 Mr. Hale gave William A. Lee and 
Willis H. Howes an interest in the business, but 


in January last they retired and he continued 
alone. The failure wasa surprise to the trade, 
and was credited to losses in Wall-street, as it 
was generally known that Mr. Hale had met with 
reverses there several years ago, but it was 
thought he had not speculated since then. 
Mr. Hale said yesterday that the assignment was 
the result of dull trade and losses in outside veant- 
ures. He had been in Wall-street and met with 
losses there, and had also lost money in Western 
lands, the largest loss being at Omaha some years 
ago. For the past two years business had been 
very dull. He thought his liabilities would not 
exceed $55,000, including the amounts due for 
merchandise, borrowed money, and to brokers. 
He owed very little for merchandise, as he had to 
pay cash for gold and cash for labor. He could 
not tell what the assets would amount to; an in- 
ventory was being taken, which would be com- 
pleted in a few days. 

Henry Meyers, a wholesale dealer in cloth, at 
No. 28 Howard-street, made an assignment yes- 
terday to Edward Sallinger. He came to this 
city in 1882 from New-Orleans, where he had been 
in business some years. He claimed to have $40,- 
000 capital. In the trade his liabilities are cur- 
rently reported at about $50,000. 

The retail jewelry business carried on by 
George C. F. Wright & Co. at No. 13 Maiden-lane 
has become embarrassed. Mr. Wright died a few 
weeks ago, and the surviving partner, Joseph W. 
Deacon, has been carrying on the business since. A 
judgment has been entered —_ Mr. Wright's 
estate and also against Mr. Deacon for $15,366 
for borrowed money. The other liabilities are 
about $5,000. The creditors are offered 60 cents 
on the dollar, with the privilege of taking back 
their goods at the above rate, or a discount of 40 
cents from tige inventoried price.

EVILS OF TICKET SPECULATION, 
THE ALDERMEN TABLE A REPORT AIMED 
AT ITS REPRESSION. 

The Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men on Law yesterday presented the result of 
their inquiry as to the evils of speculation in 
theatre ticketsin a report, accompanying which 
was a proposed ordinance drafted to prevent the 
sale of tickets on the public streets. The report 
stated that the committee believed it to be “the 
imperative duty of your honorable body to put 


astop to this species of extortion. This can ef- 
fectually be done by repealing the ordinance to 
license speculators in theatre tickets; to confine 
the sale of such tickets in the respective theatres

DECISIONS IN PATENT, INSUR- 

ANCE, AND OTHER CASES. 

DECREES IN TWO PATENT SUITS REVERSED— 
A LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY DEFEATED 
—OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—A decision was ren- 


day in the patent case of Alexander Cochrane and 
others, eppellants, vs. The Badische Anilin and 
Soda Fabrik. Appeal from the Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New-York. This was a suit in 
equity brought by The Badische Anilin and Soda Fab- 
rik, a corporation organized under the laws of the 
Grand Duchy of Baden, against Alexander Cochrane 
and others forthe alleged infringement of a reissued pat- 


ent granted April 14, 1871, to Charles Graebe, of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, and Charles Liebermann, of Perlin, 
for “An improvement in dyes or goloring matter 
from anthracine.” The court holds that if the claim 
of the patent is construed so broadly as to cover the 
defendant’s article, it is wider in its scope than the 
original actual invention of the patentees, and wider 
than anything indicated in the specifications of the 
original patent. If the claim is construed so as to cover 
only the product which the process described in it will 
produce) it is not shown that the defendants’ article is 
that product or can be practically B nm og my by that 
process. The decree of the Circuit Court is therefore 
reversed and the case remanded, with directions to dis- 
— the bill of complaint. Opinion by Justice Blatch- 
ord. 

The court also rendered a decision in the patent case 
of The Turner and Seymour Manufacturing Company 
appellant, vs. The Dover Stamping Company. Appeal 
from the Circuit Court for the District of Connecticut. 
This was a suit brought by the Dover Company against 
the Turner and Seymour Company for allegd infringe- 
ment of a reissued patent on an improved form of egg- 
beater. The court holds that the reissued patent is 
void, because its claims aré broader than those of the 
original patent, and were made broader simply to main- 
tain a monopoly, which was desired, but which the 
claims of the original patent did not secure. The de- 
cree of the Circuit Court is reversed, and the cause re- 
manded, with directions to dismiss the bill. Opinion by 
Justice Matthews. 

A decision was also rendered in the insurance case of 
Emilie Moulor, plaintiff in error, vs. Tne American 
Life Insurance Company. In error to the Circuit Court 
for the Eastern District of Pennsylvania. This was a 
sult upon a policy of life insurance which contained, as 
a part of the contract, a stipulation, that “ if the repre- 
sentations and answers made to the company in the 9 
plication for the policy should be found to be untrue in 
any respect the policy should be null and void.” When 
the insurance was obtained the assured was asked, 
among other questions, whether he had ever 
had asthma, scrofula, or consumption. His an- 
swer was no. In the trial of e case in the 
court below there was evidence to show that the de- 
ceased had had these diseases in an incipient form 
prior to his application for insurance, but there was 
also evidence going to show that he was entirely una- 
were of it. The court instructed the jury that it made 
no difference whether the assured was aware of it or 
not. If, as a matter of fuct, he had bad those diseases, 
his answers to the company. although made honestly 
and in good faith, were none the less untrue, ani 
the company was not bound by the policy. This 
ruling is here assigned for error. This court 


| holds, first, that what the company required of 


the assured, and what the latter agreed to as a condi- 
tion precedent, was that he should make full and hon- 
est answers to all questions without evasion, fraud, or 
Second, that the fact that be had had 


necessarily invalidate the policy when there was evi- 
dence to show that the diseases were so latent that the 
assured was not conscious of them. Third, that it 
was an erroneous construction of the contract to hold, 
as the court below did, that the company was relieved 
from liability if it appeared that the assured had been 
in fact afflicted with the diseases mentioned. The jury 
should have been instructed that the plaintiff was 
not precluded from recovery on the policy unless 


| it appeared that he knew, or had reason to believe at 


the time of his application, that he was, or had been, so 
afflicted. The judgment of the court below is there- 
fore reversed, with directions to set aside the verdict.

FLAMES VISIBLE FOR MILES. 


A SPARK FALLING IN INFLAMMABLE CEL 
LULOID CAUSES A Loss or $200,000. 


The two-story brush factory and the 
store and dry-houses of the Celluloid Brush 
Company, situated in the block bounded by 
Asbridge, Ferry, and Frederick streets, Newark, 
were destroyed by fire last evening. The flames 
caused a loss of about $200,000, which is covered 
by insurance. At 7 o'clock Henry Booth and 
three other boys were working on sand-wheels in 


the second story of the comb separ tenet, when 
a spark flew into the inflammable celluloid. In 
an instant the room was enveloped in flames, and 
the boys barely escaped with a few burns. The 
firemen were quickly on the spot and soon had 
streams pouring on the burning mass. D- 
eral alarm was sent out, but notwithstanding 
the efforts of the many firemen present the 
buildings were destroyed, with their stock and 
valuable machinery. The buildings of the Cellu- 
loid Manufacturing Company, situated in the 
same block, which were destroyed by an explo- 
sion in 1880, were saved. : 

The light of the confiagration could be seen for 
miles, and thousands of peopie hurried to the 
scene. At one time seven members of No.i 
steamer were hemmed in in a narrow alley by the 
fire, and it was only by directing four streams on 
the spot that they were gotten out safely. Several 
persons were slightly burned. One boy, Charles 
Patch, was burned quite severely about the face 
and body. While directing the movements of 
his men Assistant Engineer Frank Adams fell 
from tbe roof of one of the buildings and broke 
his ankle.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi-

Assembly District Conventions -were 
held in three counties yesterday. The 
Arthur machine captured three delegates 
in Warren, as was expected, but got only 
two of the nine delegates from Orange, 
which is three less than they had confi- 
dently counted on. The anti-Arthur 
movement prevailed in Genesee, where 
four delegates were secured, and showed 
unanticipated strength in Orange, where 
seven were secured. In Oswego the ma- 
chine brought in Democrats to defeat Mr. 
BLOANE, who is pronounced in his opposi- 
tion to Mr. ARTHUR, and two of the cau- 
cuses were postponed. If they are fairly 
held, the machine will be beaten. If it is 
not beaten, its success will be dearly pur- 
thased. 


As was expected, the Senate has finally 
passed the Naval Appropriation bill with 
the amendments providing for the con- 
struction of the additional new steel 
cruisers. Having cut out from the bill as 
it was received from the House every 
item which might be classed as general 
legislation, the Senate has deliberately in- 
creased nearly every considerable proposed 
expenditure. In this way about $3,500,000 
have been added to the bill, to say noth- 
ing of the amount proposed to be expend- 
ed in building the new cruisers. The 
Senate has, accordingly, voted to appro- 
priate about $6,000,000 more than the 
House contemplated. An ineffectual pro- 
test was made at the last moment against 
adding to an appropriation bill a bill 
which had already passed the Senate as a 
separate measure. Public curiosity will 
be piqued when tho House comes to con- 

‘ sider the Naval Appropriation bill with 
the Senate amendments, to the general 
tenor of which the House has already ex- 
pressed its determined opposition. 





The United States Supreme Court de- 
cided yesterday, in a patent case coming 
up on appeal from the Circuit Court of the 
Connecticut District, that the patent.in 
question, a ‘‘ reissue,” is void because its 
claims are broader than those of the orig- 


ply to maintain a monopoly” which could 
not be secured under the narrow claim of 
the original. The court thus reaffirmed a 
principle, the establishment of which two 
or three years ago encouraged the farm- 
ers of the West and the manufacturers who 
represented them to continue their fight 
against the owners of the broad reissued 
patents which were said to cover all kinds 
of driven-tube wells and wire fences. 
They received additional encouragement 
when Judges SHIRAS and Lovz, of the 
Circuit Coprt, decided in Iowa, one year 
ago, that the driven-well patents were in- 
valid because they were reissues broadér 
than the originals, and when Judges Mo- 
CRARY, Lovse, and Treat held, in St. 
Louis, not long afterward, that the barbed- 
wire patents were void for the same rea- 
‘son. If it be true that the reissues in these 
important cases are broader than the 


originals, the final decisions of the Su-° 


preme Court must be against the owners 
of the patents, and hundreds of thousands 
of farmers who have been led by their 
disagreeable experience to attack the en- 
tire system of patent laws will score a 
victory. 


If the special Grand Jury in Cincinnati 
is to show in its report whether or not 
members of the Berner jury were bribed, 
to name those who were guilty of the 
crime of riot, to point out the men who 
fired the Court-house, and to say whether 
or not life was unlawfully taken, and is to 
go no further, its work will not make 
great additions to the store of information 
already in the possession of the peo- 
ple. Even if it should be proved that 
BERNER escaped by means of bribery, this 
proof and an official statement that 
citizens were guilty of riot, manslaughter, 
and arson would not point out the action 
which ought to be taken to provide that 
there shall not be cause for such bloody 
outbreaks in the future. BERNER’S escape 
from the gallows was not the cause of the 
riot; it was sithply the last straw that 
broke the back of the people’s patience. 
Cincinnati cannot hope that 4Grand Jury, 
limited in its inquiry as it seems to have 
been by Judge AVERY, will suggest all the 
remedies and reforms that are needed. 
The most important part of the work must 
be done by the people through other legit- 
imate agencies. 


So the stalwarts of the Twenty-sixth 
District are giving up ARTHUR and turn- 
ing to HAawLEY? And “Tom” PuLatTrT is 
for BLAINE and wants to go to Chicago 
to help nominate him? This is funny 
enough. But if our friends in Broome 
and Chenango who are between the upper 
millstone of Madison and the nether mill- 
stone of Tioga do not keep their eyes open 
at their widest they will be ground ex- 
ceeding fine. 





The London Times has within the past 
few months had the opportunity to acquire 
a great deal of wisdom from the kind and 
patient explanations of the American 
press in relation to alleged dynamite plots 
in this country, but it steadfastly refuses 
to be instructed. ‘“‘An open crusade is 
preached in America against England,” it 
says, ‘“‘and the things which have been 
threatened have been done.” Yet in the 
same paragraph our London contemporary 
expresses the belief that one or two 
informers will be produced who will “ re- 
veal the head-quarters of the conspiracy, 
whether in France orin America.” So 
long as the London press is unable to 
make up its mind whether the demon of 
dynamite has his lair in this country or in 
a sister republic three thousand miles 
away, we respectfully suggest that it re- 
frain from querulous demands that we 
set a price on his head here and make new 
laws, foreign to our practice and tra- 
ditions, in order to get rid of him. 


A DEFENSIVE CAMPAIGN. 


Is the Republican Party in a condition 
to go into the Presidential campaign in a 
defensive attitude? That is an interest- 
ing question just now for all who believe, 
as we do, that the Republican Party is 
capable of managing the affairs of the 
country far more safely and successfully 
than the Democratic Party. A few facts 
from recent elections will throw light on 
the subject. Twelve years ago the Repub- 
licans elected Gen. Grant for his second 
term by a majority of more than three- 
quarters of a millionin a popular vote 
of six millions and a half. Four years 
later Mr. TILDEN received a majority of 
150,000, in round numbers, in a vote of 
eight and a half millions. At the last 
election Gen. GARFIELD received a plural- 
ity of barely 9,000 in a total vote of over 
nine millions. In 1882 elections were held 
in all of the States of the Union; some 
8,000,000 votes were cast, and the Demo- 
crats had a plurality of over 400,000. Last 
year elections were held in 15 States; 
the vote was a little over 4,000,000; 


the Democratic plurality was 42,000. 


Of the States which gave their 
Electoral votes to Gen. GARFIELD, 
can any one say how the following will 
go next Fall: New-York, Ohio, Indiana, 
Connecticut? Together these States had 
78 Electoral votes in 1880 and will have 80 
this year. Is this a condition of things 
which justifies the belief that the Repub- 
lican Party can elect any candidate it 
chooses to nominate, can carry any bur- 
den, can, indeed, win at all except with a 
candidate who represents the progressive 
spirit of the party, who can lead and need 
not be dragged in the contest? 

The question answers itself. The party 
has no strength to spare to bolster a weak 
candidate. It needs all the strength the 
best of candidates can give. It cannot 
start out with saying: ‘‘The man whom 
we would like to elect used to be a ma- 
chine politician, and was undoubtedly ad- 
dicted to the vices of that class, but he 
has since been in an exalted position and 
has done, on the whole, a great deal bet- 
ter than could have been expected. If he 
has not abandoned his old practices he 
has at least carried them on with great 
secrecy. It is true that he is supported and 
will _be nominated, if at all, by the exer- 
tions of a very disreputable lot of hack poli- 
ticians, without principle, without scruple, 
who work for their personal advancement, 
and expect to be paid with office or vatron- 
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age it heis elected. . But our candidate has 


publicly declared his devotion to the civil 
service reform law, and has done every- 
thing which the letter of that law required 
ofhim. It cannot be proved that the cor- 
rupt machine of which he is the acknowl- 
edged boss has any pledges from him, 
and it is impossible to deny that 
he has won golden opinions from 
many ‘business men.’ All things consid- 
ered, he isa ‘safe’ man, and not nearly 
so black as he is painted. He is not ex- 
actly a reformer; we don’t pretend that he 
represents the conscience, or the high in- 
telligence, or the sensitive integrity, or the 
courage of conviction of the Republican 
Party. His election would not be an in- 
spiring event, but he is a ‘ prudent,’ 
‘ conservative,’ ‘ practical,’ and person- 
ally ‘ respectable’ man, and the country 
might go further and fare worse.” It 
needs no prophet to foretell the result of 
a campaign begun and continued in that 
style. 

On the other hand, the party cannot 
afford to be forced to say: ‘‘ We confess 
that our candidate has not a spotless repu- 
tation. He has been a long time in public 
life; he is an ‘aggressive’ man; he has 
made a great many enemies, and there are 
scandals connected with his name which 
he has not dissipated as we should like to 
see him dissipate them. He has held im- 
portant trusts; he has amassed a good 
deal of wealth; there are acts of 
his which it requires much _ obtuse- 
ness to believe to have been honest 
acts and a good deal of charity 
to overlook. His own explanations of 
them are insufficient and disingenuous. 
He is unquestionably ambitious, and 
his ideas of the destiny,of the Ameri- 
can Union on this continent are full 
of peril. Very probably he would, as 
President, be either mischievous or ridic- 
ulous, and might be both: No one 
knows what he believes in finance, 
(except his profound belief in the 
money value of a Speaker’s decis- 
ions,) and as to the revenue, we admit 
that he is the author of the maddest 
scheme that a shallow demagogue ever in- 
vented, a scheme which had only to be 
announced to instantly silence his most 
ardent admirers. But he is a sound Re- 
publican; he can be relied on to prevent 
the payment of rebel war claims; he has 
‘force’ and ‘ personal magnetism,’ and if 
he is surrounded by one of the most des- 
perate gangs of adventurers this country 
has seen since the days of AARON BURR, 
that may not be his fault.” 

These are the ways in which the Repub- 
lican Party must not begin the campaign. 
Suppose it should begin it with a candi- 
date of whom it could say without fear of 
denial: ‘‘He is able, sagacious, experi- 
enced, tried, spotless, disinterested.” In 
that case it would win. 


THE QUESTION OF FREIGHT RATES. 


The Railroad Commission of this State 
has just submitted a voluminous report on 
the bill referred to it last year by the Sen- 
ate, the purpose of which was to secure 
pro rata charges for local freight carried 
on the railroads of the State. The com- 
mission is opposed tothe bill. It embodies 
in its report many statements from ship- 
pers and railroad managers and discusses 
the whole subject of the regulation of 
freight rates. It is made sufficiently evi- 
dent that pro rata charges are entirely im- 
practicable, for the reason that, aside from 
the abstract justice of the proposition, the 
through business of our railroads is subject 
to competitive influences beyond the juris- 
diction of the State which cannot be con- 
trolled or restrained by State laws. 

This through business is involved in the 
great system of transportation from the 
West to our Atlantic seaboard. The sys- 
tem as a whole is subject to competition 
by the St. Lawrence and the Mississippi 
water routes, and itsrates must be adjusted 
with regard tothis competition. Our own 
railroads, in getting their share of the 
business, are subject to the competition of 
other lines, wholly or partly in other States, 
and having their termini at rival cities on 
the coast. It is plain that they cannot 
safely be bound by regulations which 
would seriously hamper them in this com- 
petition. To secure their share of business 
and to contribute to the general prosperity 
of this State and its principal seaport, they 
must be free to regulate their through rates 
under the force of all the competition in 
through traffic. It is clearly shown that 
if they were compelled to make their 
local rates within the State conform 
to a pro rata standard based on the 
present through rates they could not 
profitably do the local business, and 
would be seriously crippled. They can- 
not raise their through rates so as to make 
pro rata local charges profitable without 
sacrificing their through business. Even 
if this could be regarded as an acceptable 
result, of course the effect. would be great- 
ly to increase local rates, as from them 
their entire revenue would have to be 
drawn. 

It is comparatively easy to arrive at the 
conclusion that enforced pro rata charges 
are out of the question, but the report of 
the commission is by no means confined 
to that single point. The questions of spe- 
cial rates, discriminations, and regulation 
of charges by law are fully discussed. On 
the first of these no distinct conclusion is 
stated, but evidence is presented in defense 
of special rates which enable manufact- 
urers within the State to reach distant 
markets and compete with rivals who are 
nearer to them. It is argued, not by 
the commission, but by those who fur- 
nish the evidence, that without these 
rates the operations of our manufact- 
urers would be greatly restricted and the 
prosperity of the industries of the State 
checked. They claim that so long as all 
interests are equitably dealt with, the prac- 
tice of making rates conform to the ex- 
igencies of the situation in each case is 
beneficial to the railroads, to the favored 
interests, and to the State. and all its 
people. Even discrimination is a matter 
in which no rigid line can be drawn. It 
is generally admitted that all persons 
should be treated alike under like circum- 


stances, but it is claimed that one rule will ! 


not apply to competitive and non-compet- 
itive points. At the latter concessions 
nave to be made which cannot be endured

The subject is one of vast complexity, 
which can be fully appreciated only by thor- 
oughstudy. There are likely to be abuses 
and wrongs, and the question is how most 
effectually to prevent these without doing 
a still greater injury by arbitrary inter- 
ference with the vast and complex mechan- 
ism through which transportation and 
interchange of commodities is effected. 
The commission reaches the conclusion 
that no attempt should be made 
to fix specific rates by law until 
it is fully demonstrated that wrongs 
cannot by any other means he remedied. 
Certain restrictions it does suggest. It 
would prohibit any form of contract 
which binds a shipper, in consideration of 
the rates given him, ‘to refrain from using 
the canals in preference to the railroads. 
Such contracts have been made, and they 
are clearly against public policy where the 
State owns the canals. The general 
principle is also laid down that railroads 
should not charge more between a termi- 
nal point and an intermediate point for 
a similar service than it charges from 
the same terminal point to a more 
distant intermediate point. We do 
not see why the principle should 
not apply to distances from all points, 
terminal or intermediate, on the same 
line. Charging more for a shorter than 
for a longer distance from the same point 
on the same line and in the same direc- 
tion anywhere is an unjust discrimination. 
Competition at the more distant point can 
justify it only under exceptional circum- 
stances which should be affirmatively 
shown as controlling. The main conclu- 
sion of the commission is that entire pub- 
licity of rates in all cases is the main re- 
liance against abuses and wrongs. It is 
believed that full knowledge and ample 
means for ascertaining and presenting the 
facts will so direct the force of public 
opinion that it will be for the interest of 
railroads to apply the recognized princi- 
ples of justice and fairness. 


THE CONVERTED HACKMAN. 


_The hackmen may have given pain to 
‘some worthy persons by holding their 
meeting on Sunday. But Sunday is the 
accepted day for launching wild schemes 
of reform, and nothing could be wilder 
than the notion of a Hackmen’s Associa- 
tion for Ethical Culture. 

The degree of carnal good sense shown 
by the hackmen was one of the most 
refreshing and hopeful phenomena ex- 
hibited at the meeting. Nobody has ever 
imagined that the hackman was greedy of 
gain. In fact, it has always seemed to the 
public that the hackman cared nothing 
about money. It has been evident to 
the man on the sidewalk all these 
years that the hackmen would make 
more money by carrying four pas- 
sengers at 50 cents each than no 
passengers at $2. This was so plain a prop- 
osition to the man on the sidewalk that he 
has assumed it to be equally evident to 
the man on the box, and has therefore 
imagined that the man on the box occu- 
pied that padded perch in the spirit of 
Simeon Stylites, purposely putting on a 
prohibitory rate lest his meditations 
might be interrupted by intrusive persons 
who desired to be driven to places. When 
the hackman is seen with a fare the pre- 
sumption is that the fare is either a crip- 
ple, an operator on the right side of the 
market, a belated traveler who must 
catch a train, or a philanthropist who does 
not wish to undermine the self-respect of 
the hackman by giving him money with- 
out the pretense of receiving an equiva- 
lent. It always seems as if he must have 
offered some extraordinary inducements 
to persuade the hackman to abandon his 
dignified leisure. 

We now learn that we have all this 
while been doing the hackman an injus- 
tice. He has really been willing to earn 
money by driving people about the streets. 
He has simply not known how. He has no 
more notion than a Pennsylvania protec- 
tionist that a revenue tariff is one thing 
and a prohibitory tariff another. He does 
not know that the most profitable rate is 
not the highest rate which the human 
imagination can conceive, but the rate 
which, being high enough to pay interest 
and wages, will attract the largest num- 
ber of passengers. He has imagined that 
the demand for hacks was fixed by some 
law of nature beyond his ken, and that if 
aman objected to pay a week’s wages to 
the hackman and the price of three days’ 
board. for the hackman’s horses to be 
driven from the Astor House to Central 
Park, such a man simply did not belong to 
the hack-taking classes. 

Now, however, the hackman has been 
converted. As he was driving down to 
Damascus, at the rate of four, miles and $5 
an hour, a light shone upon him from the 
canary-colored panels of a cheap cab. He 
now perceives that if he had been carrying 
passengers at the rate of half his legal fare 
or thereabout, instead of waiting for- 
lornly for reckless millionaires to turn up, 
he would have made very much more 
money. He rises up in an experience 
meeting of his brethren and declares that 
he has been making an ass of himself for 
many years. ‘A dollar is toomuch. We 
charge too much for short distances. We 
ought to go for 50 cents.” Who would 
believe that these could be literal quota- 
tions from remarks made at a conference 
of hackmen? Moreover, the sincerity of 
the hackman’s conversion is testified by 
the hackman’s profession of a willingness 
to be punished for his past offenses. 
“There ought to be a law passed,” groaned 
one penitent, “‘ giving policemen power to 
arrest and fine a driver for overcharging a 
passenger. Then we'd do more business 
and people would respect us.” 

The notion that fine and imprisonment 
are calculated to entitle the victims of 
them to the public respect may excite hi- 
larity among the young and thoughtless, 
but it is really founded on fact. If twenty 
hackmen were to be sentenced during the 
next week for overcharging their passen- 
gers, the public would no doubt believe 
that the remaining hackmen, and, indeed, 
the offending hackmen themselves, would 
thereafter confine themselves to the legal 
rates. This would make the public re- 


spect the hackmen. but it would not make | 


simple reason that the legal rateq are 
absurdly high. If these rates were di- 
vided by two the business would be 
multiplied at least by four, and the 
hackmen would thus make twice as 
much money as they do now, the de- 
ductions for wear and tear excepted, since 
both the horses and the hackman cast as 
much to keep, whether they are idle or 
busy. 

The cheap cabs have thus already ef- 
fected a great and difficult work. 'They 


_have illumined the dark mind of the hack- 


man and softened his hard heart. If they 
had only performed this missionary labor 
they would be entitled to public gratitude. 
For the proceedings of the hackmen on 
Sunday night open a fascinating vista, 
down which the public already sees itself 
drawn at a tolerable rate of fare and a 
tolerable rate of speed, in a clean and well- 
appointed cab drawn, by a four-legged 
horse under the skillful guidance of a con-- 
verted hackman. . 


EDUCATION IN THE SOUTH. 


The object of Mr. Hoar’s amendment to 
the Blair bill for education was, as we 
said when the bill passed the Senate, very 
praiseworthy; but it seems that the 
amendment was not skillfully adjusted to 
itsend, The amendment provides that no 
money shall be paid under the act to any 
State which shall not have provided aysys- 
tem of free schools for all its children 
“‘without distinction of -race or color.” 
What the mover of the amendment no 
doubt meant was to insure that the ne- 
groes should get their numerical share of 
the fund, and that the blacks should’ have 
equal privileges under it with the whites. 
This is perfectly just, but equal privileges 
are one thing and identical privileges an- 
other. ; 

Now, it appears that there is in the 
school laws of Maryland a “‘ distinction of 
race or color’ in raising the school fund, 
which would bar that State from the en- 
joyment of any part of the grant, although 
the distinction is in favor of, and not 
against, the colored children, and has the 
same object as that of the amendment, 
the school laws providing that a fixed pro- 
portion of the general fund shall go to col- 
ored schools, and in addition that all taxes 
paid by colored persons shall be devoted to 
the colored schools. This is much wiser 
than the Hoar amendment, since it is not 
to be supposed that Mr. Hoar’s object was 
to compel what they call in the South 
‘‘social equality” by legislative bounties 
for the enforcement of the same. 

There are many communities in the 
South in which white parents will keep 
their children away from school altogether 
rather than send them to mixed schools. 
It cannot be said that the white children 
will be “served right” in being excluded 
from education on this ground, because 
the visitation of the sins of the fathers 
upon their children is exactly the calamity 
which it is the object of the whole bill to 
avert. The amendment should be so 
amended, in the passage of the bill, 
through the House, as to secure its own; 
object, which the amendment as it stands, 
threatens to defeat. 


TWO “ COACHES.” 


The Cornell crew has engaged Mr. 
CHARLES COURTNEY as coach. This act: 
cannot but give occasion for unpleasant. 
remarks as to the probable intentions of 
the Cornell crew. Do they intend to saw 
their boat, to drink poisoned tea, or to run, 
foul of sunken wires in case they find. 
themselves overmatched in the coming re- 
gatta? If these are not their intentions, 
what on earth can COURTNEY teach them ? 
If they wished to be taught to row they 
would naturally employ as coach an ac- 
complished oarsman, and not a person 
whose notoriety is due to the judicious 
accidents which have prevented him from, 
rowing with dangerous antagonists. 

Speaking of coaches, a New-England 
college crew has hired as a coach aman 
who was the associate of the felon ELLIoTr 
and was present with him during the fight 
with Dunn, in which ELLIOTT was killed. 
It will occur to some people that the Har- 
vard Faculty was right in forbidding 
the employment of professional coaches. 
If college boys cannot learn to row with- 
out associating with persons like Court- 
NEY and PLAISTED, perhaps they would be 
quite as well off if they were to devote a 
little more time to classics and mathemat- 
ics and a little less to rowing. 


Capt. WILLIAMS was, without doubt, 
right in arresting the manager of the 
museum in Twenty-third-street for break- 
ing the Sunday law. If that exhibition is 
not opposed to the letter and spirit of the 
statute every exhibition that is proper on 
other days is lawful on Sunday. Whether 
the law ought to stand is quite another 
question, with which a Captain of police 
has nothing todo. It would require an 
unusual degree of knowledge and discrim- 
ination to draw amendments to the Sun- 
day law which would answer their pur- 
pose without breaking down the defense 
of one day of rest in every seven, which 
the Sunday laws certainly do tend to pro- 
vide. <A modification of the Sunday laws 
to be better than nothing must be drawn 
with great circumspection. At the same 
time it must be owned that the Sunday 
laws are instruments of evil as well as of 
good. 


The most valuable disclosure arrived at 
in the session of the Roosevelt committee held 
yesterday seems to have been the admission, by 
an eminent policy-dealer, that there were 
“ disreputable persons” connected with his busi- 
ness, though in a casual and unofficial way.

If Prior be right in estimating a mans’ 
prowess by the food that he eats, the Abyssinian 
mountaineers, for whose co-operation in the 
Soudan war England is now making overtures, 
must certainly be warriors of no mean calibre.

OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 

The inception of Mr. Mapleson’s brief 
Spring season of opera at the Academy of Music 
was marked last evening by an attractive per- 
formance of “Linda di Chamouni.” Mme. 
Patti filled the titular réle in Donizetti’s 
well-known werk, and her reappearance, 
as well as that of almost all the per- 
sons concerned in the representation, was 
greeted with great cordiality by a large and 
brilliant audience. Neither the opera nor its 
rendering exact extended comment. Although 
the Italian version of “La Grace de Dieu” 
abounds in fiuent and tuneful melodies, 
the sombre and monotonous story reacts 
upon the music, and, at many points, 
interest in the score as well as in the 
drama tends to flag. The scenes in which Linda 
is the central figure, produce, however, no weari- 
some impression, and it will be readily inferred 
that last night, when Mme. Patti was Linda, 
their effect was all that Donizetti and Den- 
nery could have desired. The assump- 
tion of a new character by Mme. Patti 


does not, asa general thing, suggest much more 
elaborate criticism than pan Pe rayal of a fa- 
miliar personage, Mme. Patti is not an artist 
given to seeking out new ideals or novel methods 
of expression, nor does she follow with 
unvarying closeness the lines down 
by performers of the . a rule, 
she is content to allow her bright and 
mildly emotional nature free play in the delinea- 
tion of the operatic heroines she proposes to em- 
body, and she invariably subordinates all things 
to her song. Mme. Patti’s song is, indeed, the 
matchless charm of each and all of her 
impersonations. Its absolute perfection has 
been descanted upon again and again, and 
more intimate acquaintance with the vocalist’s 
methods, and repeated tests of her endurance 
and accuracy result in nothing save inc 
wonder and admiration on the part of the listen- 
er. The connoisseur who hearkens to Mme, Patti’s 
“*O luce di quest anima,” as executed last even- 
ing, or to her share of the duet with the tenor 
in the first act, (** A consolarmi,”) or to her sing- 
ing of “ Home Sweet Home,” with which “ Lin- 
da” was brought to a close on the occasion un- 
der notice, will readily discern her immeasurable 
superiority as a vocalist to her sister prima don- 
nas. No grace note, no semi-tone in a chromatic 
scale, no syllable in a word articulated in the 
most rapid pocneee of the text, is slighted in her 
execution; her time is faultless, her intonation of 
unswerving precision, her gradations of tone as 
skillfully managed as by a machine of miraculous 
nicety of construction. How large a proportion 
of this perfection is due to nature and how large 
a part to mechanism need not be considered, for 
in the artist's performance no trace of effort, and, 
hence, no trace of mechanism, is discern- 
ible. Mme. Patti sings with the ease of 
a bird, and thereis no variation in the facility 
and correctness of her song; of nosinger now 
before the public can as much be truthfully 
said. Her portrayal of Linda, then, needs 
but the laconic record of its success. 
In the powerful scene with Antonio in 
the second act, it is to be mentioned that 
Mme. Patti acted with genuine force, the 
dramatic timbre of her voice responding most 
satisfactorily to the demands which were made 
upon it. Signor Galassi’s impersonation of 
Antonio will be remembered as one of his 
happiest efforts, and the popular bari- 
tone being last evening in excelient con- 
dition the impression wrought of old 
was renewed and rewarded by hearty 
applause. Signor Vicini, as Cario, sang earnest- 
ly and effectively, Mme. Tiozzo was an acceptable 

ierotto, and Signori Cherubini and Caracciolo 
were efficient representatives of Il Prefetto and 
Il Marchese. Signor Arditi conducted with his 
wonted skill. The chorus was at times rather 
unsteady.

“FALKA” AT THE CASINO. 

“Falka,”’ a comic opera in three acts, 
the book by Leterier and Vanloo and the music 
by Chassaigne, was presented for the first time in 
this city at the Casino last night. A large and 
brilliant audience welcomed it generously, and it 
is safe to say that it will have an extended career. 
Musically “Falka” is not equal to the other 
operas which have been produced at the Casino. 
It lacks wholly the gracefulness and rhythmic 
charm of the Strauss and Millicker dance music, 


and it has none of those dashing, [ob ees galop 
and polka movements which sparkle through the 
works of the German comic opera com- 
posers. Here and there it has a bit of 
eatchy writing, but not enough to hold 
a lasting place in the popular ear. So 
much for the one weakness of the opera. Its 
merits greatly overshadow its faults. The plot 
is ingenious and full of humor. The situations 
are strong and reached by thoroughly well con- 
structed movements. The dialogue, though _oc- 
casionally descending to puns and weak slang, is, 
for the most part, funny and cleverly handled. 
The dramatic climaxes of the acts are humorous 
in themselves, and are elaborated with the skill 
of an experienced dramatist. The English adap- 
tation is by H. B. Farnie, and is more nearly 
equal to his work in “ Olivette” than in some o 
his librettos which have recently been introduce 
to us. There is an abundance of action in the 
opera, and the approach of the characters of 
pee and Boleslas to the region of burlesque 
is checked just at the point where its taste might 
be questioned. The merit of the libretto was 
ign by the constant ripple of laughter which 
he audience maintained. The = of the 
opera is deserving of especial mention. The three 
scenes were all handsome, the white interior in 
the second act being a model of stage effective- 
ness. The costumes were brilliant, and the various 
Gouninss presented charming stage pictures. 

he performance was a good one. Miss Berta Ricci 
as Falka was unaffected and eful in action 
and tastefulin singing. J. H. Ryley was vigor- 
ously active as Von Folbach, and Frank Tanne- 
hill, Jr., as Tancred, proved that he possessed 
light comedy ability of a high order. arry Mc- 
Donough gave a finished sketch of an effeminate 
boy, and Alfred Klein, as Lay Brother Pelican, 
did one of the most faultless bits of character 
acting that have been recently seen. Hubert 
Wilke’s fine baritone voice and good schooling 
were heard to advantage in Boleslas. Misses 
Cotrelly, Carrie Burton, and Billie Barlovr were 
acceptable in secondary réles. The chorus was 
well trained, and Herr Ernst Catenhusen con- 
ducted with firmness and judgment. 


UNION-SQUARE THEATRE. 

Mr. A. R. Cazauran, who is widely known 
for his excellent work in adapting French dramas 
to the requirements of the American stage, pro- 
duced at the Union-Square Theatre last evening 
an original play in four acts, entitled “* The Fatal 
Letter.” The event drew forth an audience 
which filled the theatre, and which remained 
until the curtain fell on the last scene, al- 
though it was nearing 11:30. Mr. Cazau- 
ran’s play has a very slight plot, based on 
the persecution of a wife bya husband from 
whom she has separated herself on discovering 
that he has betrayed the Confederate Govern- 
ment to the Union soldiers and thus caused the 


death of her father and brother, and her efforts 
to keep him from Paining possession of their 
only child. Many of the situations, notably the 
parting of man and wife at the close of 
the first act, and the meeting again in the 
second act, are remarkably strong, and 
the dramatic action is vigorous and well devel- 
oped. The play, however, as Mr. Cazauran must 
have seen last night, poquiees judicious pruning 
in order to bring it within the reasonable limits 
of an evening’s enjoyment, and neither the 
plot nor the action will suffer by such 
pruning.

EIGHT HOURS ENOUGH 


THE GATHERING OF LABORING 
MEN AT UNION-SQUARE. 

@ MODERATE-SIZED CROWD LISTEN QUIET~- 
LY TO SPEECHES IN ENGLISH AND GER- 
MAN—THE REFORMS DEMANDED. 

When the various labor organizations 
fad all filed into the Union-Square plazza at 8:30 
o'clock last evening and the crowd had been 
Ewelled by curiosity-seekers and small boys the 
pavement was about one-third filled. At least 
one-third of the gathering was composed of the 
last named, who were unruly, after the manner 
of boys, shoving and shouting and disturbing 
the speakers, but otherwise there was no need 
of the services Of the police, a large force 
of whom were assembled in the ‘park 
behind under the command of Capt. Williams. 
The parade was an exceedingly tame affair. 
There were a few red flags, a few banners, a few 
torches, a few transparencies, three or four bands, 
and following them long strings of men in civilian 
attire, walking two and two, with no regard to 
step and little to order. 

The mottoes on the transparencies were mostly 
demands for an eight-hour law. Others de- 
nounced the tenement-house cigar factories; de- 


clared that “traitors and scabs» must perish;” 
demanded that only such cigars as bore “* the 
union label” should be smoked, and that 
* Land must not be sold, united, or mortgaged.” 
One was inscribed, ‘** We respect the laws and 
wish them better enforced; another, “ Labor 
no longer begs, but claims its rights: another, 
**Short hours mean good pay and employment 
for all,” and still another, * Strike at the ballot- 
box.” According to the banners there were 

resent representatives of Typographical Union 

Jo. 6, the Eastern District Butchers’ Protective 
Association, the Housesmiths’, the Bakers’, the 
Cutters’, the Furriers’, the Bricklayers’, the 
New-York Carvers’, and the Piano-makers’ 
Unions, the Adelphi Labor Club, the Tailors, the 
Brass-finishers, and the Progressive Cigar- 
makers. 

There was a rough Seagnreey platform, from 
which the principal speeches were delivered in 
English; German speakers held forth from the 
permanent booth in the centre of the plaza, and 
a sort of polyglot entertainment was improvised 
from the floor of a wagon on one side. The 
meeting - was opened by one William Mc- 
Cabe, who announced that P. J. Gallagher 
had been named by the Central Labor Pnion 
ps Chairman of the gathering. Mr. Gal- 
lagher said that its object was to “de- 
mand of those who riprisints us in the Sinit ana 
Assimbly” an eight-hour law,:for which he de- 
clared the world was crying. If such a law were 
not passed, he wanted the objectors marked and 
branded at the next election. He then intro- 
duced Louis F. Post, who said that the most 
forcible argument urged against the proposed 
reduction of the hours of labor was that it would 
reduce wages. He thought that the fact that 
ptereotypers get $5 for 3 hours’ work, while street 
car drivers are obliged to work 16 hours for $2, 
was a sufficient answer to tnat. 

The next speaker was Robert Blissert. ““Why,” 
he asked, “‘should we becompelled to work more 
than eight hours, when the best statisticianers 
tells us that with improved labor-saving machin- 
ery, three hours and fifty minutes is enough to 
do allthe labor required to méet the wants of 
society 7?” The’speaker hoped that working men 
would not stop at eight hours—that it would not 
pe long before they would demand a limit of five 

ours. 

Henry O. Cole, ex-President uf the National 
Bricklayers’ Union, was the nextspeaker. He 
advocated making the eight hours’ question a 
political one. He was followed by Edward King, 
of the Type-founders’ Union, who said that the 
reduction of two hours in a day’s work would 

ive employment to 53,000 additional men in 
New-York and 23,000in Brooklyn. It would also 
raise the priceof labor by making the latter 
rearce. He declared that the time was coming 
when no child under 15 yearsshould beallowed to 
work, and he called upon the working men 
to destroy the political party which should dis- 
regard their demands. The next speaker was 
John Swinton, who saw in the meeting one of 
the most hopeful signs of the times. Who, he 
asked, were these men in the Legislature to 
whom they were appealing. [A voice—Tools of 
Kelly and Vanderbilt.] There was no use in ap- 
pealing to the reason or sense of justice of such 
men. The only thing that would be effective 
with them wasto show thatthe working men 
possessed power. The newest argument in favor 
of the eight-hour law was the reduction of wheat 
to 80 cents a bushel. At that price if a man 
could not make a living in 8 hours he could 
not do it in 20. Returning to the legislators, 
the speaker said that they knew that before next 
November the working men would be divided 
into Democrats and Republicans, and woul® 
forget their treachery and falsehood. There 
were three or four men in New-York City who 
could get what they wanted of the Legislature, 
while the working men could get nothing. The 
speaker advised the introduction of boycotting 
into politics. 

Resolutions were then put and carried demand- 
ing the indorsement by the press, the pulpit, and 
all in authority of the bills now before the Legis- 
lature in the interest of working men, calling 
upon the Legislature to pass the eight-hour law, 
and warning all politiciansand parties who might 
prove unfaithful that, while working men could 
be divided and swindled on questions of theory, 
they could be united to destroy politically those 
who should refuse their demands. 

The next speaker was Richard Matthews, of 
Brick-layers’ Union No. 4. He said it behooved 
every citizen to have a gun and 40 rounds of 
ammunition in his house in order not to be com- 
pelled to violate the law by breaking into gun 
thops. After declaring himself to be Irish born 
he said he would ten thousand times rather have 
free trade than the importation of immigrant 

uper labor, and demanded the passage of a 
aw by which no foreigner should be employed 
on the new Croton Aqueduct while a citizen 
of New-York should need a day’s work. He was 
followed by P. J. McGuire, of the Carpenters’ 
Union, who said that an eight-hour law was 
needed on Government work only. The work- 
ing men could enforce such a Jaw in private 
work themselves by stopping simultaneously on 
a set day. Even if they Jost the price of the 
extra two hours, that woulda be better than to 
have their wages cut down by idle men walking 
the streets looking for something to do. 

James McLellan, of New-Jersey, saw no good 
In an eight-hour law, uniess “the wage-system 
were first abolished.”” With the improvements 
in labor-saving machinery, he said, two hours a 
day would suffice to gare ap everything neces- 
gary to the enjoyment of the people of this coun- 
try. The bill which Senator Daly refused to in- 
troduce was then read and that gentleman 
roundly denounced, after which the handful of 
auditors that remained were requested to dis- 
perse, and the meeting broke up peacefully. 

Acting Superintendent Thorne made elaborate 
preparations for preserving the peace at the 
meeting. The entire police force was ordered 
on duty at 6 o’clock, and besides the large de- 
tail on the ground there were 200 men at the 
Mercer-street police station, 150 at the station 
at First-avenue and Fifth-street, and 200 at the 
East Twenty-second-street station.

WRECK OF THE RELIANCE. 


THE STEAM-SHIP ASHORE ON THE BRAZIL 
COAST AND A TOTAL LOSS. 

L cable dispatch to Mr. Sidney W. Row- 
ell, Secretary and Treasurer of the United States 
and Brazil Mail Steam-ship Company, yesterday. 
stated that the steam-ship Reliance, of that line, 
bad gone ashore on the Brazilian coast and 
would probably prove a total loss. The dispatch 
addea that the mails were being discharged, and 
that no lives were lost. Subsequent dispatches 
to the members of the Coffee Exchange con- 


firmed the news, but gave no further particulars 
except that the cargo included 7, sacks of 
coffee, consigned to Arbuckle & Co., of this city. 
All the dispatches were from Bahia, which is a 
seaport on the coast of Brazil, 806 miles north of 
Rio Janeiro. A dispatch was received also at 
Washington by Mr. Frelinghuysen, Secretary of 

tate, from Thomas A.-Osborn, the United States 
Minister to Brazil, announcing the wreck of the 
vessel. Mr. Osborn was a passenger on the vessel. 

The Reliance was an iron screw steam-ship, 
brigantine rigged. with three decks. She was 
built at John Roach & Son’s shipyard, at Ches- 
ter, Penn., and was launched in April, 1888. She 
was.295 feet long, 38 feet broad, and 23 feet deep. 
Her age register was 2,604.05 tons, and her net 
1,902.87. Her two lower decks were of iron, and 
she had four bulkheads. She was furnished with 
a compound engine of 36-inch stroke, with cylin- 
ders 64 by 54 inches. She had accommodations 
for 64 first class and 50 steerage passengers, but 
could make room for a larger number of the lat- 
ter when the occasion required. She was rated 
as Al for 20 years, and valued at $350,000. 
The insurance, most of which is pl 
with foreign companies, aggregates $300,000. 
The vessel was designed and built for the Brazil- 
jan trade, and was one of three steam-ships ex- 
actly alike which were Owned by the company. 
The other two are the Advance and the Finance. 
The Reliance was built last of the three, and was 
a model boat in every respect. She was one of 
the fastest in the coast service and was the pride 
of the company owning her. She cleared from 
New-York on her present trip March 1, this bein 
ber fourth voyage. Her crew consisted of 57 
men. The Captain is George F. Carpenter, of 
this city, a man of about 50 years. He is 
considered one of the most skillful and com- 
petent sailors on the coast. He lived for a 
number of years in Brazil, and at one time held 
a pilot’s license for the Brazilian coast. He was 
selected by Mr. John Roach, the President of the 
company, to command the Reliance because of 
his peculiar fitness for the ition. The first 
officer of the ship is James Daniels, the second 
officer 8S. J. Hanion, and the purser William_A. 
Fogurg- The chief engineer of the ship, Mr. 
Winship, died on the way out. 

The Reliance is supposed to have cleared from 
Rio Janeiro at 10 o’clock last Wednesday morn- 
ing. She was due at Bahia at noon last Saturday, 
and should have sailed from there at 6 o'clock 
that night, being due here May 3 Nothing is

SETTLING A QUARREL. 

Boston, April 14.—The Transcript says; 
“ The meeting of the conference committees of 
the Union Pacific and Chicago, Burlington ard 
Quincy Railroad Companies with General Man- 
ager Clark, of the Union Pacific, has resulted in 
the first definite step of progress made toward a 
settlement of the difficulties. The Burlington 
and Quincy has agreed to waive its claim for a 
full share in the business of the Union Pacific at 


Omaha, and will allow the Union Pacific to de- 
liver its share of the Nebraska business to the 
tripartite roads, the Iowa lines to say what share 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy shall have, 
Only the Nebraska business was considered, 
but the same eg will apply to Colorado 
and Utah business. meral Manager Clark, of 
the Union Pacific, has gone West to confer with 
General Manager Potter, of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy and the Iowa lines. If the 
Chicago, Bur: +7 and Quincy and Iowa lines 
can agree upon the former's share of the Omaha 
business, the two roads will then pool upon the 
local business of Nebraska. <As the icago, 
eng ve be and ~ we 2 has now a_ better 
understanding o the “tripartite” and 
has agreed to a conference with this new 
Western Trunk Line Association, the prosnest 
for a settlement is very fair. After the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy settlement with the Iowa 
lines, which, it is believed, will be mong A 
upon, the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy and 
nion Pacific, Nebraska local pools will be con- 
firmed, and then the question of territorial ex- 
tensions will be taken up. The Colorado and 
Utah pools will also have to be adjusted, proba- 
bly after the manner of the Nebraska settlement. 


THE WABASH DIRECTORS’ MEETING. 

The Wabash Directors were again in 
session yesterday afternoon. There was a very 
full attendance, including the Western officers of 
the road. The meeting, which was held with 
closed doors, lasted several hours, and after it 
was over Secretary O. D. Ashley said: ‘There 
was nothing done or said at the meeting of the 
slightest public interest, and no more importance 
should be. attributed to it than to any other 
purely routine meeting. The question of a Re- 
ceivership did not come up because there wa’ no 
occasion for it, and the matter of the June inter- 
est, which it has been rumored the company will 
not pay at maturity, was not referred direct- 
ly or indirectly. The only subjects considered 
were those of pooling the business of the road, 
and the doing away with the superfluous com- 
peting agencies, and the presence of the Western 
officers was solely to have the benefit of their ex- 
perience in arranging these matters. The Direct- 
ors came to no decision, the question being left 
to the Executive Committee with power.

“T spent a day on Caledonia Creek last 
week,” said a well-known sportsman of this city, 
“and I don't believe there is another stream in 
the country with such peculiar characteristics. 
It starts right in the village of Caledonia from 
aspring as clear as crystal, covering four acres 
of boiling white sand. The resources of that 
spring may be imagined from the fact that the 
creek flows from it ina volume of water from 
50 to 100 feet wide. It never changes its tempera- 
ture Winter or Summer. For this reason flies 
hatch in its water all the year round, and the 
fisherman that is smart enough to catch 
trout at all in the creek will find them in 
just as good condition in March and April 
as they are in June. The Caledonia Creek 
trout are different in this respect from 
the trout in any stream I ever knew in this 


country, and will take the fiy better in Bebrusy. 
March, and April than in fny other months. T 
creek is so very clear and so prolific in trout food 
that it requires not only the most expert angler, 
but also the finest of fine tackle to capture 
them. The trout in this stream do not commence 
to spawn for two months after fish in other 
streams, and they do not get through until April. 
The trout are plenty in the creek, as wild as the 
California mountain trout in its native waters, 
and as gamey as the salmon. I’d rather have a 
bout with a half-pound Caledonia Creek trout 
than with one twice the weight in any stream I 
ever fished yet. The creek is but slightly affected 
by the Spring or Autumn rain, and is as full or 
water in the dryest August as it isin the Spring. 
This stream seems to have been especially adapt- 
ed to the purpose for which it has been utilized 
ps | the State Fish Commission in the propagation 
0 M 


“I was permitted at the hatchery to try the 
mettle of the California mountain trout in the 
big pool below the dam. The poo! is alive with 
them and the native trout, as well as land- 
locked salmon, The California trout are, some 
of them, the direct production of the 500 spawn 
brought by Seth Green from that State in 1875, 
and are monsters. From those 500 spawn some- 
thing like 3,000,000 young oy have been pro- 
duced and distributed to the different waters of 
the State. Some of those now at the fish-ponds 
weigh 4 pounds and over. I was not permitted 
to fish with barbed hooks, but with a 
‘needle hook,’ which does not injure 
the fish, but which requires more_ skill to 
handle. The first cast I made with 
these small flies, I got a rise from a native trout, 
a land-locked salmon, and a California trout. As 
they were all big fish, they made the water boil, 
and my bamboo assumed a threatening curv- 
ilinear. Finally, one after the other, the salmon 
and this native trout broke loose, and I had a 
splendid struggle with the California fish. I never 
had hold of so game a fish before for one of its 
size, and he succeeded also in getting free from 
the hook, after several high leaps from the water 
after the manner of the black bass. With almost 
every movement his color seemed to change like 
iridescent glass. 

“There is in the pool a brook trout that has 
for years made his home beneath a log at the 
bottom, and now must weigh five pounds. No 
one has ever yet been able to tempt him with fly 
or bait of any kind, although he has been known 
to mse all around the most cunningly devised 
artificial flies and take the natural insect it ex- 
actly imitated. He makes many a meal of the 
other fish in the pond, and has been seen to pur- 
sue and capture a two-pound land-locked salmon 
for hissupper. He never makes his appearance 
until sundown, and then he makes things lively 
in the pool. 

* Another uliarity about Caledonia Creek 
native trout is the fact that they will not notice 
minnows, bugs, or any kind of bait. They can 
only be taken witha fly, and their taste as to 
them is exceedingly epicurean. About three 

ears ago, noticing that in certain water-courses 
n the State the brook trout that had been placed 
there did not thrive, the Fish Commissioners 
came to the conclusion that the reason for this 
was the absence of natural food for the fish. In- 
vestigation was made by entomologists and bot- 
anists, and the important discovery made that 
certain plants, mosses, and shrubs attract and 
nurture insects which are the trouts’ natural 
food. Caledonia Creek was found to be wonder- 
fully productive of these plants, and experiments 
in reproducing them in other streams a 
highly successful, and the problem of how to 
raise troutin barren streams was solved. The 
vegetation once planted in the streams rapidly 
increased, and the animalcula followed it. Cale- 
donia Creek became not only the producer of the 
fish to restock other portions of the State, but 
also the provider of the food to sustain them.”

On Thursday there will be a sale of oils, 
water-colors, and crayon cartoons belonging to 
John La Farge, National Academician, which 
represent pretty much all of his works that were 
left after the sales in Boston several years ago. 
Like that sale, this has been hurried. If it prove 
equally satisfactory in a financial way, it will go 
far to relieve Mr. La Farge of the embarrassment 
caused by his business ventures in stained glass 
and other decorative work. Mr. La Farge is 
essentially a searcher in the fine arts. He is 
always groping ahead of the profession, 
being never content to settle down to the 
production of pieces which.have proved salable. 
It is well known that to repeat one’s self is the 
only way to make money in the fine arts under 
the present dispensation. The Assignee’s sale on 
Thursday will dispose peremptorily of abont 130 
pieces showing a very wide range. The largest 
and finest canvas is undoubtedly the great 
“Saint Paul Preaching to the Athenians; but, 
unfortunately, this very canvas fell in the 
studio some time ago and was badly in- 
jured. The canvas was broken across the fore- 
head of Saint Paul, whose figure and argu- 
mentative position will be remembered by all 
who have frequented the loan and other exhibi- 
tions during recent years. The injury is in no 
sense irreparable, but at a forced sale like this 


will probably deter the few , neta mp wno are 
capable of understanding its beauty and can en- 
ter the lists. If is-a magnificent and imposing 
figure, extremely simple and democratic, as be- 
fits such an apostle,and magnificently painted. 
By ite side hangs one of the most beautiful of 
La Farge’s many beautiful landscapes from 
Newport, vying with, and th some re- 
spects surpassing, the famous green land- 
scape bought by Miss Hooper, of Boston. 
It is bolder; richer in color, more masculine. 
This is 23, “View Over Hanging Rock,” signed 
and dated 1868. _A curious study on a small can- 
vas dated 1862 is **The Sea Signal, Evening,” a 
view from cliffs off to sea. A nude muscular 
man brandishes a torch, and two others, clothed, 
watch for ananswer. The coloris not so fine; 
the brush-work is ht Mite * Sunset Study, 
Sketch of Old Mill’ is interesting, but in color 
somewhat too sweet. Very curious is a little 
“Stndy in the Glen, Newport,” 6 inches 
by 4, dated 18592, very soft and  flow- 
ing. The “‘Head of Spanish Woman, Study 
of Yellow from the Life,” (1873) is a 
masterly profile which neither Fortuny nor 
Bonnat would need to disown. Two large deco- 
rative panels in oils are a “Seated Figure in 
for a Muse of Painting,” (1870,) in 
which the color is beyond praise delightful, and 
the pose natural and fine, and a “ Virgil, with 
Listening Nymph,” with soberer color effects 
and great charm in the poet's seated figure and 
that of the standing nymph. A full-length 
small painting of the artist, standing on a 
hill-side and leaning on a long § staff, 
is dated 189. It is full of character, 
and, aside from its personal interest, a 
most curiousand suggestive piece of painting. 
A portrait of Mr. Henry James, 1862, asa young 
man, is here, showing strong traces of likeness 
with the profile. “St. John,” whose long, 
ascetic figure, together with that of a ‘* Ma- 
donna,” flanks the great “ St. Paul.’? These two 
are part of atriptych for an altar, designed but 
never carried out; the centre piece was to have 
been a crucifixion. Mr. La Farge is a Roman 
Catholic. “Eve: or, the Golden Age,” is 
a nude, full-length, of small size, paint- 
ed man years ago, repainted and sent 
to Munich last year. It has been broken, 
but the break is one easily mended. Indeed, it 
may excite surprise that so easily mended a break 
should ap ratthe sale. The hurry!which has 
characterized the whole of thisaffair may explain 
it, but only in part. It isa nude full of indecis- 
ion in the handling; half in sunshine, half in 
shade, with oH a boughs overhead and a 
green bank behind. The quality of the work 
is very fascinating, however, and one returns 
to it with pleasure, even when the 
first impression has not been wholly fav- 
orable. A tiger’s head, a girl reading, a boy 
swimming, a young man seated, nude, reading a 
book; achoir boy, avery beautiful and thought- 
ful “ Regret,” study of a woman draped in white, 
(1871,) with most expressive features and pose, 
and astudy of still life painted in 1859 are fur- 
ther points of interest among the oils. The 
water-colors are even more numerous, and 
often will hardly yield in beauty to the 
earlier oils. Several studies of snow are 
most charming. Some are_ studies for 
anels in Vanderbilt houses, others reproduc- 
ionsin water-color of famous drawings on wood, 
ublished and unpublished, which have always 
n strong factors in Mr. La Farge’s fame. 
Among the recent water-colors may be noted as 
specially delightful: No. 2, “ Little Seated Fig- 
ure;” No. 4, ‘* The Huntress,” just done; ‘* Tri- 
onfo da’Amore,” from the exquisite little draw- 
ing on the block, and the “ Fisherman and the 
Geni,” from the Arabian Nights. One of the 
most masterly of all is a seated figure just fin- 
ished called ‘* Marcella,” a study of white and 
yeliow—a little work of a great genius. The 
cartoons are chiefly those used for various 
stained glass windows, in which department 
Mr. La Farge is easily first, notin America only, 
but in Europe. ‘There are pictures by William 
M. Hunt and others, but very few. It isa 
grievous thing that an artist like Mr. La Farge 
should be compelled to sell the last memento 
from his atelier in this fashion. It shows 
how hollow as yet is the feeling for 
great art in this country. Such talents as 
his ought to be removed from immediate wants 
and the cares of business and allowed the freest 
play, the largest opportunities to do what is in 
them to do. A syndicate of well-to-do lovers of 
art ought to be formed to employ Mr. La Farge 
for the glory of ourcity on some magnum opus 
worthy of the Commonwealth and his genius,

POLICY MEN'S EXPENSES 


ak SE ee 
4 BACKER WHO NEVER HEARD 
OF PAYMENTS TO THE POLICE, 
DETECTIVE CORNISH’S BOAST OF HIS WORE 
—JOHN E. SIMMONS’S IDEA OF THE SU- 
PERVISION OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


When the Assembly investigating com- 
mittee was called to order in the Metropolitan 
Hotel, yesterday, Mr. Roosevelt referred to a re- 
port in the Sun of Mr. Whitney's testimony on 
Friday last, in which the witness is made to say 
that if his agents could get into the University 
Club, he had no doubt-that they would find 
plenty of gambling going on there all the time, 
* Mr. Whitney never said anything of the kind,” 
said Mr. Roosevelt. ** Judge Russell asked him if 
he had any samples of liquor sold in the Univer- 
sity Club, and he said that, doubtless, if he could 
penetrate to any of the clubs he could show that 
there was gambling in them. The remark was 
made in a bantering way, and it is only justice to 
the University Club, which I believe prides itself 
on allowing no gambling in its rooms, to make 
this public correction of a false impression that 
might be conveyed by the printed report.” 

Detective Henry F. Cornish, who is attached as 
a ward detective to the Twenty-eighth Precinct, 
under Capt. Gunner, was recalled. His duty is 
to keep the precinct “ clean,”’a part of that duty 
being to see that saloons are closed after 1 o’clock 
at night and on Sundays,and to see that no 
gambling goes on. 

*“ How many policy shops have you known in 
your district since 1880 ?” asked Mr. Miller. 

““There have been no policy shops in the pre- 


cinct,” was the deliberate answer. ‘** As soon as 
I found a suspicious place I closed it up.” 

The detective did not think a policy shop 
could be runin his precinct two years without 
his knowing of it,and if he knew it he could 
break it up. ; 

“If, then, a dozen policy shops did exist in 
your precinct for six monthsor a year, how 
could you account for it ?” 

‘ me don’t think it is true. I couldn't account 
or it.’ 

“If money were paid to the police officials for 
allowing the shops to exist, would that fact ac- 
count forit?” 

Mr. Roosevelt ruled out this question on the 

und that the committee could draw its own 
nference on that point. The witness denied that 
he knew personally sny pottey backer in the 
Twenty-eighth Precinct. e had heard of John 
E. Simmons, but never saw him and never had 
any dealings with him of any kind whatever. He 
— knew a reputed policy backer named Cor- 
nish. 

* What policy shop did you ever break up?” 
asked Mr. Miller. ; 

After thinking for some time the detective an- 
swered: “I broke up a shop at No. 252 East Six- 
ty-fifth-street in 1881. I had the writer arrested, 
and he was put under $300 bail, and that’s the 
last I ever heard of the case. I broke up another 
shop at No. 1,283 Third-avenue. The man's 
name in this place was Miller. He was put un- 
der bail Ithink. It was reported that there was 
apolicy shop at No. 1,327 Third-avenue, and I 
dropped on it and arrested the writer. 1 don’t 
remember what was done with the man. I also 
made an arrest of a woman at No. 480 East Sev- 
enty-fourth-street last Summer on suspicion 
but I found no evidence against the woman, an 
she was discharged.” ; 

John E. Simmons was called, and asked if in 
1880, 1881, and 1882 he was not in business with 
Bernstein the lottery man. He stated that there 
Was an indictment against him in the District 
Attorney’s oflice, and he depended on Mr. Miller 
not to allow him to prejudice himself in ** public 
Opinion.” He was in business with Bernstein, 
and identified the record book seized by Pinker- 
ton in the raid on the policy bead-quarters in the 
Bowery. He thought that in July, 1881, the book 
was kept by a clerk named Fitzgerald. The let- 
ters ** S. B.” at the head of the first page of the 
book, Mr. Simmons said, meant Simmons & 
Bernstein. The business of Simmons & Bern- 
stein was the policy business. 

“JT employed no writers,” said the witness, 
* but F negotiated with a number of writers for 
their business. If the terms suited me I took 
the business, giving the writer a certain per- 
centage of his receipts, generally 124% per cent., 
allowing him out of the receipts something for 
rent and office expenses, and the rest of the 
money came tome. Forthis we guaranteed all 
losses, just as you would insure a man against 
any loss.” 

Mr. Simmons said that * Cor.” in the book of 
accounts meant Cornish, and referred to a man 
of that name who looked after a certain number 
of books, and he had an allowance from the re- 
ceipts of the offices whose books he represented. 
The $88 charged against his name stands 
for expenses allowed to Cornish for his 
shops. The witness swore that he did not 
know what the abbreviation “P.” stood 
for in the books. He did not think 
that it stood for “ police,” although it was true 
that writers; often asked for money for the 
police. ‘I do not believe,” he said, “that any 
money allowed for expenses was ever paid to the 

olice. My reason for not believing this is that 

he wr ters were disreputable persons who would 
cheat me if they could, and to charge money for 
police expenses was one of their principal ways 
of getting the best of the backers.” Thea 
breviation “Pol.,” the witmess said, he had al- 
Ways understood to mean “ play overlooked,” 
and referred to a hit which the backer had failed 
to pay in a previous drawing. 

“* Did you consider it strange,” asked Mr. Miller, 
* that these charges for the police were made?” 

“Not at all. f thought this was a plausible 
and subtle way of charging me with money. 
The writers claimed that the police were threat- 
ening them with arrest, and that they wanted 
the money for hush-money. I never investigated 
the matter at all, because if I had he would have 
gone to my rival and given him his book.” 

“Did you believe that they were paying this 
money to the police?” 

“T don’t believe it now; I can’t say what I be- 
lieved then; I can’t remember.” 

Mr. Simmons said that he knew Detective 
Cornish and had spoken to him. Cornish, who 
had sworn that he did not know Simmons, was 
called and exhibited to the witness, who identi- 
fied him, but said that he had only spoken to him 
once or twice and had never paid him money. 

* Have you not said within 10 days,” asked Mr. 
Miller, ** that you had paid money frequently to 
Detective Cornish 7” 

**T have not.” 

* Have you not stated that you knew of other 
policy men who have paid money to Cornish to 
protect them 7?” 

* No, Sir.” 

* Have you not said that you knew other de- 
tectives who had been paid money for the same 


To - 
Soe: I don’t remember having said anything of the 
nd.”’ 

Mr. Simmons said that he could not explain 
what was meant by the charge “ Kill. Pol., $20,” 
inthe account for July, 1881, althouch he set- 
tied the account. He supposed that it wasa 
charge for some expense which he understood 
at the time. There might have been an office 
known as “ Kill,” but he did not remember any 
z ch office, and the entry does not show that the 
320 is charged against any particular office. Mr. 
Simmons become very uneasy at this part of the 
examination, and he could remember nothing in 
regard to this particular entry, and, after f 
several evasive answers to Mr. Miller, said: “ 
mean to say that I took no pains to find out 
what the gharge meant.” He could not explain 
the entry “ Wash. P., $10,.”. but he thought that 
it did not refer to Capt. Washburn, and that the 
abbreviation “ Kill.” did not refer to Capt. 
Killilea. 

* Do you mean to state now that you have no 
knowledge of any money being paid directly or 
indirectly to the police, while you were in the 
policy business, for protecting that businegs ?” 

*T have no such knowledge.” 

“ Did you ever hear such a charge made 
against the police?” . 

** I never did.” 3 

This statement of the witness was received 
with a stare of astonishment from the commit- 
tee and spectators, and Mr. Miller sat down. Ex- 
Judge Russell conducted a brief cross-examina- 
tion, during which Mr. Simmons said that the 
police constantly harassed him by arresting his 
men. He certainly would not conclude from the 
entry *Comstk, $10" that Mr. Comstock had 
been paid $10. He said that policy shops were 
usually conducted behind cigar stores, and cus- 
tomers found their way to them on the same 
principle that men got their drinks on Sunday. 
*This committee had a corner on drinks yester- 
day. though,” said Mr. Simmons, “and I found 
it very hard to get my nip.” 

When the laughter which greeted this an- 
nouncement had subsided the committee ad- 
journed until next Saturday moeetne: 

Judge Gildersleeve yesterday,in the Court of 
General Sessions, sent for Anthony Comstock, 
hearing he was in the building, and asked him 
about the retlections he (Comstock) had cast upon 
Judge Gildersleeve’s judicial action in a case 
mentioned before the Roosevelt; committee. Mr. 
Comstock denied that he had made any statement 
reflecting on the Judge, saying that he had been 
misreported.

* He declines to plead,” answered Mr. Busteed, 
one of Rugg’s lg we “and we ask for an ad- 
journment.”” The Ju overruled the motion 
for an adjournment, and said the case should go 
on. Mr. Quarrels, also of the prisoner’s counsel, 
read an affidavit on which he based an applica- 
tion to quash the indictment, on the ground that 
it was defective, and the drawing of the Grand 
Jury that made it irregular. r. Fleming op- 

osed the motion, and a lengthy argument be-

THE NEW ST. JAMES’S CHURCH. 


BISHOP POTTER AND OTHER CLERGYMEN AID 
IN LAYING THE CORNER-STONE. 

The corner-stone of the new St. James’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church at Madison-avenue 
and Seventy-first-street was laid yesterday 
afternoon. The ceremonies were conducted by 
Assistant Bishop Potter, assisted by the Rev. Dr. 
Tiffany, of Zion Church; the Rev. Brady E. 
Backus, Church of the Holy Apostles; the Rev. 
A. Mackay Smith, St. Thomas’s Church; the Rev. 
H. M. Baum, the Rev. Dr, J. W. Shackelford, the 
Rev. H. A. Dows, Church of the Redeemer; the 
Rev. C. Stander, Grace Chapel; the Rev. George 
D. Johnson, Christ Church, New-Brighton, Staten 


Island; the Rey. C. T. Woodruff, the Rev. M. L. 
Woolsey, Grace Church; the Rev. Mr. Flichtner, 
and the Rev. C. B. Smith, the Rector, and the 
Rev. T. B. Foster, the Assistant Rector of St. 
James’s Church. Music was furnished by the 
church choir. A small copper box was placed 
in the corner-stone. It contained copies of 
THE TIMES and other papers of yesterday’s is- 
sue, photographs of the different churches occu- 
see: y the congregation of St. James, and a col- 
ection of marbles presented by Gen. James 
Grant Wilson, who is one of the vestrymen of 
the church. Some of the marbles were antique. 
One was from the Iona Cathedral in Scotland, 
1,200 years old. Another was taken from the 
Tadousac Roman Catholic Chapel in Canada, 
which was built 500 years ago. Others were 
chipped from St. Peter’s in Rome, Westminster 
Abbey, the Florence Cathedral, the Kremlin in 
Moscow, and a Moorish mosque in Tangier. A 
gold dollar placed in the stone was wrapped in 
piece of paper containing the following: “A sil- 
ver dollar is declined because it is less than a dol- 
lar and yet says, ‘In God we trust.’”’ A prayer- 
book once used by Fitz Greene Halleck, who at- 
tended St. James’s Church, was also deposited in 
the stone. After Assistant Bishop Potter had 
struck the corner-stone three blows with a small 
gavel he delivered a short address. 

The dimensions of the new church are 130 by 75 
feet. It will have a deep chancel at the Madison- 
avenue end. There will be separate rooms for 
the choir, library, guild, vestry, and Bible 
classes, respectively, and a commodious Sunday- 
school room. The building will seat 1,000 per- 
sons, and its estimated cost is $260,000, including 
the land. The building at present occupied by 
the church is in East Seventy-second-street, near 
Lexington-avenue. It was erected in 1869, and 
has become too small for the accommodation of 
the parish.
